WEST-SIDE. I DEN 8. 


While Not So Thick as Those on the 
“ Levee,” They Are of the Same 
General Character, 


The Owner of the Building in Which Is 
the Dirtiest of All Is Carter 
H. Harrison. 


Concert Saloons, Dago-Shops. Lunch 
Houses, Boxing Academies. and 
Similar Dives. 


And All Literally Swarming with Thieves, Sand- 
baggers, Strumpets, and Other Outgrowths 
of the Administration. 


The comment in Tur Tum at various 
times and the amount of attention drawn 
generally through the columns of the press 
to the notorious character of The Levee ”’ 
would almost lead the large and respectable 
portion of the public, who are comparatively 
ignorant of the amount of open crime and 
immorality going on in the city, to suppose 
that this place had a monopoly of wicked- 
ness. This, however, would be a mistake, 
While “The Levee,” under Harrisonian 
rule, has been permitted to revel in crime, 
and its saloons, dives, doggeries, dago-shops, 
French houses, and houses of common pros- 
titution are allowed to run their course in 
open defiance of the law, unchecked and un- 
molested, so that the district has be- 
come potoriously the oriminal's paradise, 
there are various other districts in 
the city, well known to the police, where, in 
an equally infamous but comparatively Um- 
ited manner, all sorts of filthy blackguard- 
ism is carried on and eriminals and prosti- 
tutes swarm like beesiuahive. Kespecta- 
bie saloonkeepers are not to blame for this. 
The majority of the saloonkeepers indig- 
nantly repudiate the charge of tostering 
prostitution, and would gladly welcome any 
means that would blot these hell-holes out 
of existence. They consider it an injustice 
that the trade should have to bear the stig- 
ma attached to it by these low dives which 
have procured saloon licenses because they 
are a cheap and paying adjunct to a common 
brothel. 

IN FAVOR OF HIGH LICENSE. 

Saloonkeepers of the better class who aim 
to do an honest and legitimate trade only 
and are not afraid to speak their mind de- 
clare, as a rule, in favor of high license, and 
those who do not areinclined to argue the 
matter solely on the ground that many poor 
but honest traders would suffer by a high- 
license wipe-out. 

Wherever saloons abound a certain per- 
centage will be found whose aim isto pander 
to crime and make money by any possible 
means, North, South, or West, itis ali the 
same. Some become noted as the resort of 
toughs, thugs, and sandbaggers, others as 
headquarters of noted hatiots. The police 
know this, and can give their friends and ac- 
quaintances “true pointers” as to where the 
largest amount of “fun” is combined with 
the smaliest amount of risk. “It would be 
as much as your lite is worth to venture 
there“; “’Tain’t safe fora stranger to go 
near that place at night“; Don't wear good 
clothes or any jewelry, and leave your money 
at home, me boy,” are scraps of advice 
which most reporters have heard over a 
friendly drink with a policeman as one 
or another is referred to in con- 
versation. The police have their 
tyes open, but it is not their province to 
trouble themselves on the matter excépt 
when specially orderded to do so. Brief 
spasins of virtue attack the police authorities 
at wide intervals, but they are so ephemeral 
as to be only ridiculous—a sort of emptying- 
the-river-with-a-teacup business. 

A STROLL ON THE WEST SIDE. 

A TRIBUNE reporter took a short stroll on 
the West Side last evening. In several dis- 
tricts the ways of the prosperous ‘“‘ Levee” 
are being aped with much success. In the 
northwest portion of the South Side—that is, 
in that district of which Fifth avenue and 
Randolph street is the centre—hundreds of 
women promenade and try to ply their trade 
on the passers-by under the very eyes of the 
police? A walk in this district any time be- 
tween 9o’clock and midnight would be an 
eye-opener for most people. The re- 
porter started through this loca 
ity, and passed across the Kandolph- 
street bridge to the West Side, 
The footpaths on the route were monopo- 
Iized by cyprians and the customary chirrup 
and “ Helio, dear!” assailed his ears at every 
half-dozen yards he walked. Meeting an 
acquaintance who lives in the district, he 
stopped to havea chat, intimating that he 
was out on a sight-seeing expedition. 

“Where have you been?“ asked the re- 
porter’s friend. 

„O, I've been in some of the saloons along 
here on the south side of the street; pretty 
tough points they seem to be.“ 

The reporter had visited about half a 
dozen of the most unpromising kind and had 
abundant evidence that toughs and harlots 
were the principal customers. 

„No. 48 seems a pretty rough concern,“ 
said the reporter; that hoodlum barten- 
der with the matted hair and ragged shirt is 
acaution. There were two drunken vira- 
gos with bloodshot, bloated features and 

Ithy tongues there while 1 was in, and 1 
was glad to escape in safety.“ 

* Pshaw! that’s nothing. Now you think 
you’re smart, don’t you? No. 48 is certainly 
a rough spot, a thug’s loafing-ground, but 
it’s nothing to what you can see in or about 
the same block. Just take this — ctable- 
looking place we are opposit now—No. 114.“ 

The reporter looked at the place and it 
seemed a respectable saloon, the signboard 
reve the name, Daniel Levi,“ in gold 
ett 

That place is run by Blanche Carroll and 
is nothing but a common bawdy house. 
Come in and have a cigar.” 

Accepting the invitation the reporter fol- 
lowed into No. 114. A wiry-looking young 
man was attending bar, and afew of the or- 
dinary class of saloon loafers were gathered 
in the place. The reporter strolled towards 
the back partof the place and sat down. 
Presently a stout woman of arather youth- 
ful appearance came out of a room behind 
and made some commonplace remarks to the 
reporter about the weather, and an equally 
comnfon place about going up-stairs,”’ 

The reporter declined the invitation and 
sought no further evidence of the truth of 
his friend’s statement. Most of the places 
in this row are of the same character,” said 
the — gentleman; in fact, you cannot 
go in this district for that sort of 

„ eep a sharp lookout or you'll get 
tarred—2 mean they’ll spot you as a spy, 
Good night.“ 

The speaker jumped on a passing street- 
car, and the reporter proceeded on his way, 
keeping on the south side of the street. 
At No. 182—*Joe’s and Pete's place” 
—the dago-shop muslin hung in the 
usual manner around the inner entrance, 
and women passed in and out in that aimless 
free-and-easy style which denotes the traſlie 
they are engaged in. At No. 142, a few doors 
farther on, is Harry Ormsby’s dive. ‘This 
place is run as alow variety, free concert 
hall, having a stage, auditorium, and green- 
rooms all complete. A pianoforte solo was 
the only performance during the reporter’s 
stay. There was a crowd of the vilest and 
toughest class gathered in the place, inelud- 
ing about eight or ten brazen prostitutes. 
The low ceiling, dirty floòrs, aud general 
trowy and Aisreputable appearance ot the 
place is quite in harmony with the custom 
ers. 


MAYOR HARRISON’S PLACE. 

It may be mentioned that the landlord of 
this place is Mayor Harrison. A little farth- 
er on Nos. 160, 164, 174, and many other 
places in the row show unmistakable signs 
of being the haunts and 1 of vice. At 
No. 164 the reporter w as in language of 
his friend, ** tarred.”’ The yor Bane — fol- 
lowed him out, evidently suspecting his ob- 
ject, and immediately turning back and pass- 
lug through a door leading from the bar to 
the haliway he stopped a female on her 
way down the stairs, and slamming 
the hall-door, shut, locked, and barred it be- 
fore her, sending her up-stairs again. He just 
erred a little in thinking the reporter had 
missed seeing the little performance. Turn- 
ing south on Halsted street, the reporter 
dropped into the „Buckingham Variety 
Hall,” in the basement on the southwest cor- 
ner of Halsted and Madison. Iiere there is 
a so-called entertainment at its lowest ebb 
and in its povrest fourm, a cheap bid for pop- 
ularity among the vilestin the district that 
is positively sickening. A small stage is 
erected beside the bar, on . five per- 


formers, three males and two femal are 
seated. 
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A BOXING ACADEMY. 

Leaving this place the reporter passed 
down the south side of Madison for a short 
distance and called in Capt. Dalton’s notori- 
ous boxing academy.” Dalton, who 
an exceedingly unsavory reputation, runs 
a dime variety show here at No. 134, 
but the majority of his patrons 
seemed to be on the free list as far as admis- 
sion went. A Rigger performance = the 
customary filthy kind was in pr 


ogress 0 
stage. A number of half-drunk brazen ' 


bawds were seated at 
fifty or more toughs and thugs occupied 
most of the other seats in the place. Young 
men of a sporting cast passed in and out to 
the green-rooms or wine-rooins, or whatever 
the private apartments behind the stage are 
called. This class of variety show has been 
described as nauseam; there is no use re- 
peating it. 

No. 96 is another free-concert saloon, 

atronized only by the most disreputable. 
While the reporter was there dozens of 
street-walkers back and forth, and 
shameless harlotg tried to make assignations 
and ply their trade at the tables. Pianoforte 
— and songs were the ostensible attrac- 
tions here also. 

THE —— HAUNTS. 

A short distance farther on and Fink’s “ 
saloon and the Pivoll Garden ” are reached. 
These two déggeries have been repeatedly 
written up, and have gained a reputation as 
being the most notorious thieves’ heaquar- 
ters in the city. From varly morn till mid- 
night seores of ragged, dir y toughs, thugs, 
and ruffians are congregated n these saloons, 
and the stranger who enters here and seems 
to have money runs every risk of being 
„Spotted,“ followed. held up, and robbed. 
Burglars and sandbaggers who get in their 
work during the night spend their afternoons 
and evenings lo K in these salons, The 

lice know these places thoroughly, and it 
2 information received from them and 
verified by personal investigation at various 
times that the reporter makes these 
statements. Some fifty or so of the 
vilest and toughest Jooking characters the 
city could produce were gathered in the 

Tivoli Orchestrion Hall” last evening 
when the reporter called. The crowd in 
Fink’s was exactly similar. Substantial free 
lunches of a high-toned character—that is, 
judging by smell—are distributed in both 

laces, and form a special attraction for the 

— Women have no busiuess here— 
there is no money to be picked up from this 
class—and except when an occasional part- 
ner in erime drops in by the ladies“ en- 
trance“ to plot some new villainy unmolest- 
ed, females are rarely seen in the place. From 
there until gne passes Halsted street going 
west there ate numerous dives .where every 
form of vice fourishes; harlots’ haunts are 
running full blast openly in all that district 
west of the river, and their inmates prome- 
nade around every bloek and flaunt their 
brazen faces at every corner * defiance of 
law, order, and pubjic decency. Of coutse 
this is but the natdfal result of Harrison’s 
boasted freedom. and those who benefit 
by or believe in a continuance of this lax and 
criminal administration, or rather non-ad- 
ministration, of the law will vote for hiz- 
zoner’s reélection. — 

THE VIRTUOUS NORTH SIDE. 

There is very little donein the North Side 
in the way of a lowwoncert-saloon business, 
the South and West Divisions having seem- 
ingly got * a monopoly of it. A report- 
er took a walk alochr North Clark street as 
far as Chicago avenue last evening, and 
found that all that focali J was comparative- 
Iy harmless and respectable when contrasted 
with “the Levee” and the West-Madison- 
and-Rando!ph-to-Harrison district. Many of 
the common street-Wwaiking class promenade 
the street unheeded. and unehecked by the 
police, but open h 
not to be seen. ‘he saloons frequented 
by this class of customers are limited 
and the women don seem to feel at home in 
them, or at liberty te earry on in the free-and- 
easy Levee-saloun style. The concert-saloous 
are limited also, principal See _being 
Frank Melutyre's at No, 13. called “New 
Melodeon.”’ At the time the — called 
here a minstrel entertainment of the com- 
mon, low, vulgar, thy kind was going on, 
the rformers ing three burnt-cork 
hoodlums whose humor“ consisted in vile 
suggestions and insinuations, and two half- 
dressed females —superannuated  baliet- 
dancers apparently, who Knew enough of 
the business to Hany their sawdust-padded 
tights, but not enough to prevent them from 
plastering on patehes of paint that would be 
visible two blocks of. It is a weary busi- 
ness to have to listen. to the ghastly fun, 
and how it comes that workingmen 
patronize such places and enjoy such stupid 

vulgarity is a problem to 12 a sphinx. 

„Stenger Halle,” at No. is another free- 
for-ali concert saloon of a similar type, and 
appears to be conducted in a comparatively 
respectable manner. ‘There are several 
saloons on the street, however, 
of which this cannot be said, and whieh 
do not add anything in the way ‘of a variety 
show to their business asa means of attract- 
ing custom, but taken as a whole the liquor 
trade in North Clark street has a much 
higher standard of respectability than many 
of the South or West districts already re- 
ferred to.

Lessons from Abroad—Loans Made by the Monts

in Tun SunpAy Tamtne a week ago ap- 
peared an article setting forth facts touch- 
ing the shameful and illegal extortion prae 
ticed by the pawubrokers of Chicago, A re- 
porter of this paper who visited half a dozen 
pawnshops discovered that it was impossible 
to secure a loan for a less consideration than 
10 per cent a month. Persons pawning goods 


+ receive a slip of paper purporting to be a bill 


of sale to the pawnbroker. The amount 
written In the fraudulent bill of sale, how- 
ever, is not only the actual amount paid by 

o pawnbroker, but the sum advanced plus 
the illegal interest demanded. There are 
hundreds of pawnbrokers in Chicago. Those 
who are not already rich are accumulating 
wealth rapidly, for it is doubtful whether 
any business pays better. The pawnbrokers 
of Chicago are united. They have agreed to 
charge 10 per cent a month on all sums 
loaned under $200. The collateral security 
must de double the value of the amount 
loaned on it, but in the-majority of cases the 
pawnbrokers advance but one-fourth or one- 
third of the value. No pawnbroker in the 
city dares to charge more than 10 per cent a 
month interest on a written contract, 
Should his extortion exceed 120 per cent a 
year the other pawnbrokers would combine 
againsthim andif possible freeze him out, 
But there are many cases of verbal agree- 
ment where 15 and 25 per cent per month is 
exacted. These cases the law can hardly 
reach, but the law can and should be made 
to take hold of the pawnbrokers who systein- 


atically rob the poor and think the 33

RELIEF AND AID, 


Yesterday a TRIBUNE reporter called on 
Charles G. Trusdeil, Superintendent of the 
Chicago Relief and Aid Soci ety, and asked 
him whether he encountered many pawn- 
tickets in his work among the city’s poor. 
He replied: 

Les, they are brought in here every day. 
A poor woman has pawned a sewing-ma- 
chine for $85. For months she has paid the 
terrible ‘interest of 10 per cent per month, 
Another month’s interest is due and she can- 
not raise the money, and so she to us 
and asks us to redeem the machine. In some 
cases we that’ she has paid in interest 
more than the original loan.“ 

“Suppose she allows a month to go by 
without making a payment?“ 

Then the pawnbroker keeps the sewing- 
machine. I recall a case in point. The 
woman had not been able to raise the in- 
terest money and came fo us. A few days 
had elapsed since the expiration of the con- 
tract. sent the money to the pawnbroker 
but eould net *— the machine. The poor 
woman h ed a bill of sale on which 
was printed: stance time specified

We ouzht to 
have something of the kindin Chicago, and 
this necessity is so pressing that I trust the 
matter will be agitated until we secure what 
is needed. Very fewhaveany ideaof the 
cruel extortion ‘practiced upon the poor by 
pawnbrokers.. AS soon as warm weather 
comes many needy families will go to the 
pawnbrokers with shawls, cloaks, blankets, 
and heavy clothing. They realize a beggarly 
sum and pay for its use a princely ae 
of interest. Cold weather comes. They have 
not been able to get work, or sickness has 
crippled them, and they have no money to 
redeem the clothes and bedding they need. 
In this strait they cometous. A woman 
has pawned a shaw! for $2. For six months 
she has paid 20 cents a month interest—a 
total of $1.20. Is it not a hardship to think 
that the woman must lose her shawl because 
she cannot raise 20 cents to keep the con- 
tract binding ? ‘The pawnbrokers of Chicago 
have robbed the poor of this city too long.“ 

HOW cap — MAKE ‘PAU PERS. 

The reporter found the Rey. S. Humphreys 
Gurteen, Organizing Secretary of the Char- 
ity Organization Society, and asked him it he 
had ever considered the pawnbroker as an 
element in the pauperization of the poor. He 
said that the subject had been practically 
and carefully considered in many cities 
which he had visitea. In Buffalo a commit- 
tee had been appointed toinvestigate and re- 
port,and the work had been thoroughly and in- 
telligently performed. ‘The commitee agreed 
that pawnbroking was attended by evil in- 
fluences; at the same time it was a business 
which the necessities of poverty made legiti- 
mate, as it furnished on extreme occasions 
of distress ameans of temporary relief for 
which there was no apparent substitute. 
Under present conditions the pawnbroker 
scemed to be an indispensable institution; 
. attempt to suppress him would be as 

ind to the poor and as unjust as it would 
certainly be unavailing.” The Buffalo com- 
mittee reported that the benevolent side 
of pawnbroking had long been officially 
recognized in many parts of Europe. Ef- 
forts had been made with good success to 
bring it under control as an adjunct of prov- 
ident and charity systems. ‘The institution 
of the monts de piétéin Italy, France, Ba- 
varia, Belgium, Holland, and elsewhere 
dated back many years, and modern experi- 
ence had attested that there was a sound 
philanthropy represented in it. ‘The first 
experiment of a similar kind in Great Britain 
had been made in Limerick, Ireland, in 1837, 
when an establishment witha capital of $75,- 
000 was founded by an association for the 
purpose of lending money to poor people 
in genuine distress on goods taken in pledge 
at the lowest practicable rate of interest. The 
charge on these short loans was fixed at 
about the rate of 1 per cent a month. At 
that rate the stockholders were paid 6 per 
ceut per annum on their investment of capi- 
tal, and a surplus of profit was made which 
sufficed to support a free public hospital in 
Limerick. In all large cities it was desirable 
that the pawnbroker’s business should be 
taken in hand by some organized association 
ami conducted, not on speculative 
«od on prudently benevolent _princi- 

a rule, extortion among 
2 pawnbrokers was only 
limited by the opportunities afforded by it. 
The loans of the monts de piété abroad were 
made with safety to their capital at rates 
which had geverally ranged between 5 and 9 
per cent per annum in France, between 8 and 
12 per cent. in Germany, and were fixed in 
Russia at only 6 per cent per annum, or one- 
half of 1 per cent per month. 

VIEWS OF GEOBGE C. T. BARTLEY,

Term Agent Defined—Decision of the 
Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court has filed an opinion, 
written by Justice Mulkey, in Pierce vs. ‘fhe 
People, which was a testcase brought un- 
der the direction of the State Auditor by E. 
B. Sherman, to obtain a construction of the 
insurance law prohibiting foreign fire-insur- 
ance companies from taking risks in this 
State without complying with the provisions 
of the statute. The proof showed the issue 
of only a single policy by the Fireman’s Jn- 
surance Company of ‘New Orleans, on prop- 
erty in Chicago, and that Pierce 
purported to make the 
the company at the request of the insured, 
It also appeared that Pierce received the 
icy from the —— delivered it to ties.

THE LAW CONSTITUTIONAL.

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JURIES IN FRANCE. 

France has within a few years adopted 
that great safeguard of the rights of the cit- 
izen—jury trial—to a limited extent. Where 
a person is brought to the bar of justice 
charged with an offense the punishment for 
which would be imprisonment for a term of 
years or death the case is tried before a 
jary.. 

It will excite considerable surprise among 
the Anglo-Saxons, who are wont to plume 
themselves on their innate superiority to the 
French in all matters of the administration 
of justice and self-government, to learn that 
the jury, which is apparently breaking down 
as au American or English institution, works 
to pertection in its new habitat. 

An incident that happened in Paris a few 
months ago will throw a flood of light on the 
difference between the jury system of that 
wicked and volatile city and that which 
flourishes in Chicago. The lists from which 
the juries in France are drawn are made up 
by the Préfets of the various departments. 
When the jury list of one of the depart- 
ments of Paris was announced some months 
azo a great uproar was at once raised by the 
friends of the distinguished Dr. Robin, one 
of the most eminent physiologists of the city. 
The American reader will at once under- 
stand the cause of this outery. He will at- 
tribute it to the fact that the thoughtless Pré- 
fet, ignoring Dr. Kobin’s engrossing and 
beneficent labors, had placed his name in 
the jury list, thereby subjecting him to the 
annoyance and loss of sitting in court mere- 
ly to see that justice was done to some fel- 
low-citizen, when he might so much better 
be employed attending to his private busi- 
ness.

But Mayor Harrison is an ingrain, dyed-in- 
the-wool demagog. He would rather enjoy 
the cheap flattery purchased by hi blatant 
demagogism than be an open, outspoken, 
fearless public officer. During his first two 
years in office he enjoyed the financial abil- 
ity afforded his Administration by the sav-

Is CITY GOVERNMENT A MERE PARTY 
MACHINE? 

At the rousing meeting held on Friday 
evening at Battery D Hall in the interests of 
the Citizens’ Union ticket, Judge Cary, in 
the course of a telling speech, made the fol- 
lowing important statement: 


Only one further word in this connection: The 
present incumbent of the office for which I am 
a candidate, himself now a candidate, appeais 
to his party and to the people for their support, 
‘openly asserting that it is necessary for the in- 
terest of his party that the local machine—local 
Government—sball ve held by him in the year 
1884. Now I wish to say to you, fellow-citizens, 
that the Oity of Chicago was not organized to: be 
the machine of any party. The people of the Vity 
of Chigago are not taxed to support a political 
machine, and if | am elected Mayor the City Gov- 
ernment of Chicago shall not be made nor al- 
lowed to become the machine of any party. 
Such a use of the powers of the local Govern- 
ment is not only a perversion and prostitu- 
tion, but a usurpation, and if I am elected to 
the position of Mayor of this city 1 shall ex- 
ercise all the powers of that high trust in the in- 
terests of the people whose city this is. 


There has been no utterance during the 
campaign so full of significance as the one 
we have quoted. It comes from tbe lips of 
the citizens’ candidate for Mayor, who has 
never shown a disposition to speak thought- 
lesly and whose promise is entitled to perfect 
confidence. This particular part of his 
speech was received with ringing cheers by 
the audience, who thus showed their full ap- 
preciation of it. The statement, as it stands, 
means many things. 

First—It means that Mr. Harrison has ap- 
pealed for the support of the people in his 
effort to secure a third term on the avowed 
ground that he will run the local machine in 
the interests of the Democratic party in the 
general State and National election of 1884. 
He makes no promise of municipal reform. 
He has no word to say about the dirty streets 
and the dirtier slums tolerated and en- 
couraged under his Administration. The 
only use he agrees to make of the 
patronage and power attached to the 
Mayoralty is to run the office for the benefit 
of the Democratic party. Good citizens who 
vote the Democratic ticket in National elec- 
tions will scarcely hold that possible party 
succes: eighteen months from now will com- 
pensate them, their business, and their fam- 
ilies for the injury of bad local government 
in the meantime, Butthisis not all. They 
will be inclined to ask themselves: ‘How 
much is Harrison’s control of the machine 
likely to help the Democratic party in Chi- 
cago?” ‘The Harrison machine is also the 
Mike McDonald machine. . It dictates candi- 
dates and mauages campaigns. It organizes 
conventions which put decent Democrats to 
the blush, and nominates candidates whom 
the better element of the party swallows 
with a grimace. Finally it often fails to 
elect the men ofits own selection. Did the 
Harrison-McDonald machine elect McGari- 
gle Sheriff last fall? Did it do the Demo- 
cratic party any service by running the con- 
vention and nominating a ticket in defiance 
of public sentiment ? 

Second—If Mr. Harrison’s bold declara- 
tion about making a mere party machine out 
ot the City Government is not calculated to 


1 reassure Democrats, to whom it was intend- 


ed to appeal, certainly it will not find favor 
in the eyes of Republicans who had thought 
of voting for him. Such an announcement 
should be enough to deprive him of the Ger- 
man Republican vote which he and his gang 
claim to hold in their pockets. It is easy to 
understand that Republicans should be will- 
ing on occasion to sacrifice any party ad- 
vantage there may be in the control of the 
local offices in order to secure good local 
government, but the threat that the Munici- 
pal Government is to be run as a party 
machine against them cannot be very at- 
tractive when bad local government is to be 
made an agent in behaif of the Democrats. 
Third—Judge Cary’s promise is. the 
strongest reason that has been given why 
Democrats who do net approveof Harrison’s 
methods of kovernment should not hesitate 
to vote for the Citizens’ Union ticket. They 
will not vote for Judge Cary as a Republic- 
an, and they have the most positive assur 
ance that he will not prostitute the office of 
Mayor,or the patronage attached to it, or 
the influence it exorts to party purposes. 
He says that he will administer the trust in 
the interests of the people whose city this is.” 
That Statement has no uncertain sound, and. 
coming ffom a mah whose integrity and re- 
Sponsibility are universally conceded, it is 


entitled to absolute credit. No Democrat 


who feels that he ought to vote tor Judge 
Cary in the present emergency need be de- 
terred from doing so by the apprehension 
that he will make a partisan use of his 
office in case he be elected. Judge Cary 
is running as the People's candidate on 
a ficket made up in equal parts of 
Democrats and Repub! s. Republicans 
are supporting him under this understand- 
ing, and the Democratie citizens who believe 


that there ought to be an improvement in 


character of the next City Government must 
depend largely upon the character of the Al- 
dermen to be elected on Tuesday next, and 
therefore no man should fail to vote for the 
best representative of the city in the Coun- 
cil. If there is to be reform, the public must 
depend on the City Council to a great extent 
for such achange. Mayor Harrison has by 
describing a majority of the present Council 
as corrupt explained the necessity for a con- 
siderable change in the present membership. 


FINERTY ON FRAUD AT THE POLLS. 

Capt. Finerty is making stirring appeals to 
his constituents of the Second Congressional 
District and to the Lrish-American citizens of 
the entire city to rally to the support of Mr. 
Denis O’Connor, the candidate for City 
‘Treasurer on the Citizens’ Union ticket. But 
the speech he made at the North Side Turner- 
Hall on Friday evening was as strong a plea 
for the support of the entire Union ticket as 
it was for Mr. O’Connor personally. We 
refer especially to the following portion of 
his speech, to which we direct his own at- 
tention and the attention of the Irish voters 
to whom he addressed his remarks: 

There is only one danger | fear. It is neither the 
mind nor the .beart of the people, but a biddeu 
danger which none of us can toresee. I do fear 
most intensely that accomplished political phi- 
losopher, the Chicago ballet-Dbox stuffer. 1 
must say that be is the only person I am 
afraid.of. Ii there is a fair count; if the people 
insist ou a fair count; if the municipal autbori- 
ties of this city are not lost tu aii sense of public 
decorum; if the municipal authorities of tbis 
city at any cost will preserve the purity of the 
ballot—for in a sense we are at their mercy—l 
tay, if they will do that i have no doubt what- 
ever of the triumphant election of my friend 
Denis O'Connor. And | want now to bring 
the public mind to bear upon this question. 
1 tell you that the greatest danger, not alone 
to the Local Government but to the General 
Government of this country, and the great- 
est traitor, is tbe ballot-box stuffer. The 
man who stuffs a ballot box would steal his 
country's freedom. The man who stuffs a 
ballot-box is simply an infinitesimal Benedict 
Arnold; he commits treason against the liberties 
of the people. Remove the ballot-box and 
where are your liberties? Despots are open 
and avowed villains. They do not 
pretend to be the friends of liberty. But what 
will you think of the man who deliberately and 
knowingly, faisely and perjuriously tukes the 
ballot-ox that represents the people's will and 
stulls it for a candidate the people have not voted 
for? The man who does that is a traitor to his 
country, and if there is no penal enactment on 
our statute-book to hang bim such a scoundre! 
ought to be hanged to the first lamp-post. We 
kuow that such things have been dove here. 
We know they may be done avain. Iam sure 1 
offend the susceptibilities of no persen present 
in what 1 have said. I know that every man 
here is hones: and respects the American bal- 
lot. When | myself last fall was a candidate I 
mentioned this tact to the voters of my district. 
They stood upon their guard. They saw that the 
ballots were properly deposited; they saw that 
the ballots were properly counted; and the result 
was that the will of the people: was deciared. 
In this struggle, gentlemen, 1 hope the same 
thing willoccur. I hope that every man ot you 
present here will see that justice is done. That 
is all that is required. It makes no aifference 
who may be the candidate, or for what office; 
the principle of the freedom of the ballot mus 
be maintained if the Republic ſ of America is go- 
ing to continue prosperous and giorious as it is. 


The significance of this statement cannot 
be ignored by Capt. Finerty, who made it, 
nor by his friends, who received it with 
cheers of confirmation and approbation. If 
he fears—as he undoubtedly does, for he al- 
ways means just what he says—that the Lar- 
rison-McDonald machine is preparing to de- 
feat O’Connor by fraud at the polls, then he 
must admit that the same nefarious effort 
will be made to defeat the remainder of the 
Citizens’ Union ticket. If there is danger 
that the ballot-boxes will be stuffed, it fol- 
lows that they will not be stuffed in the in- 
terest of Dunphy alone, who is running 
against O’Connor, but likewise in the inter- 
est of Harrison, who is running against 
Cary. If this lurking danger is a good and 
sufficient reason why the Irish-American 
voters should support O’Connor, and watch 
the polls in his behalf, it is an equally good 
reason why they should support all the other 
candidates on the Citizens’ Union ticket and 
watch the polls in their behalf also. : 

Capt. Finerty and his Lrish friends cannot 
avoid the stern logic of this argument. We 
do notthink they are. disposed to do so, 
They say openly that attempts were made 
last fall to beat Finerty for Congress by 
frauds on the ballot-box, which were defeated 
by vigilance. They know that the very same 
maenine, controlled by Harrison, McDonald, 
Mackin, and the City-Hall gang, which made 
the attempt last fall, is running this spring’s 
campaign for the reélection of Harrison. 
They charge that the attempt at fraud is to 
be repeated by the same people next Tues- 
day. They cannot, therefore, support any 
part of the ticket which depends upon such 
methods for success, and much less the head 
of that ticket.

A BUSINESS VIEW OF MARRIAGE. 

A vill to abolish actions for breach of prom- 
se to marry has been introduced in the En- 
glish Parliament and will probably pass, 
the law to take effect after the Ist of Janua- 
ry next. In place of an action for breach 
disappointed applicants for matrimony will 
still have left open to them the old way of 
suing for damages representing the actual 
money expended or pecuniary losses which 
can be shown to have been sustained 
through the refusalof the party of the lirst 
or second part to carry out his or her prom- 
ise. 

This is as it should be. 
case in a thousand where actual damage is 
done to the affections, but not more. The 
world has rapidly progressed beyond that 
Phylliseand-Corydon period when hearts 
were broken. Marriage has come to bea 
matter,of cool calculation, and the dot is 
considered much more frequently than the 
heart. There may be primitive Arcadias in the 
world, where affections are blighted to such 
a degree and hopes are so finely crushed that 
the deceiver ought to make some financial 
reparation, but such Arcadias are not in this 
vicinity, nor do they lie contiguous to the 
traveled highways or railroad lines. Again, 
it is to be remembered that there never was a 
time in the world’s history when the mar- 
riageable generation needed less advice or 
protection in the matter of matrimony than 
now. The young ladies of the period are 
amply able to take care of themselves. ‘There 
wasatime when suitors had to plead, and 
struggle, and fight for the prize, but as a rule 
the prize now is quite competent to goin 
search for the winner, grapple with him in- 
telligently and boldly, demand his bank ac? 
count and an invoice of hisexpectations, and 
accept or reject him as she sees fit. Some- 
times. After she accepts him, if he doesn’t 
suit, she can throw him away, and get an- 
other in the manner prescribed by most of 
the modern novelists. She takes him like a 
dress—upon approval. If he proves to be of 
the wrong color or is not, likely to light up 
well she can send him back and order an- 
other. When grief is no longer inconsola-

We are informed that it is the invariable

names in their departments. To those fa- 
miliar with the manner in which American 


juries are made up this seems intredible. If 


it were known that one of the young 
men of a leading family here had 
been sitting ona jury he would need to be 
very well fortified with the respect and re- 
gard of his friends not to become an object 
of suspicion. But if he were proved to be 
in the habit of sitting on juries no family 
lustre could retrieve his social position. He 
would bea ruined man, Our jury lists are 
made up of bummers, ward politicans of the 
lowest kind, repeaters, criminals, Tun 
TRIBUNE’S reporter recently looked up the 
names on a Chicago jury list, and a large 
proportion of them were found to be fictitious 
personages. With us the determination of 
the guilt of those charged with heinous 
crimes comes before a jury of twelve picked 
men—“ picked ” out of the slums and gutters. 
The only way to account for the extraor- 
dinary procedure of the French in picking 
out their bést| men for jury service, and in 
becoming excited when their best men are 
not selected, is that the French are a revolu- 
tionary and seditious people, much given to 
new-fangled ideas about liberty, fraternity, 
and equality. But there are some other de- 
tails of their jury system that bear a most 
practical stamp. When first drawn a jury 
consists of thirty-six men, The defendant 
may reject twelve and the prosecution 
may reject twelve. The remaining twelve 
sit A jury is easily secured under 
these limitations. Another device that 
seems less incendiary than might have been 
expected from a nation that puts its best mén 
instead of its worst in the jury-box is that of 
alternates. When the case comes on, there sit 
beside the twelve jurymen four alternates 
who listen to all the testimony and proceed- 
ings. If a juryman falls sick one of the four 
takes bis place, and the case goes on. And 
if three more drop oyt for any cause there 
are three men as well posted as they to act as 
substitutes. This singular custom conveys 
the idea that the belief still prevails in 
France that the object of a trial is to reach a 
verdict. ‘‘ Brewster” and his special voun- 
sel would not prosper under such a system.

Dr. Howard Crosby, of New York, says 
in a recent article in the North American 
te ute that our dangerous classes are those 
who are engaged in amassing colossal fort- 
unes. 
people in the United States. Those on 
whom the Sage of Concord fixed his eye 
were the worthy stewards of inherited 
wealth, or the creators of new wealth by a 
righteous preéminence in toil, surift, or 
skill. Their opposits are the gentry against 
whom Dr. Crosby warned his fellowecoun- 
trymen. a 14 

It is not the rich that this pastor of a rich 
New York congregation denounces, but the 
dangerous rich—the ‘men who are making 
money by corrupting our Legislatures,courts, 
and trustees, who habitually evade the pay- 
ment of their taxes, who systematically 
take away the property of poorer and weak- 
er men by“ corners and conspiracies, and 
other legal if immoral means. He says with- 
out reserve that what he fears for Ameriéa is 
that the few very rich and powerful men and 
corporations who are amassing money and 
power by these means will continue 
their depredations until the people are 
forced to come together in self-de 
fense and unite in a resistance which, 
according to all the historic precedents 
will be explosive and destructive.

The New York stock market was not very 
active on Saturday, but mostly firm. North- 
western advanced, and was supposed to have 
been put up by a V. while Atchison was strong- 
or as a result of a favorable statement. The 
New York bank statement was described as 
better.“ meaning that having less money out 
on loan the banks are supposed to have more to 
lend; and the railroads of the country are doing 
a business which exceeds general expectation. 
The freight movement is very large, and earn- 
mas are good enough to make good stocks very 
strong. The victory of the Union Pacific in the 
matter of the new collateral trust bonds and the 
wood showing or Lackawanna were quoted as 
reasous for firmness. 

In New York an easier money market is now 
looked upon as acertainty. It is expected that 
the currency which bas been moving out recent- 
ly will now drift back to the money centre 
again and fill up the depleted coffers of the New 
York banks. Thestrainon Wali street is be- 
lieved to be at an end. Merchants who were 
supposed to have been rather badly pinched aro 
now tinding it easier to get along, and the gen- 
eral outiook for business is said to be promising. 
Another proof of easier money is mentioned in 
the advance in Government 4 per cents. 

A London dispatch says that the bondholders 
of the New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio have ap- 
proved the lease of that line to the Erie.. 

It is rumored that a pool has been formed to 
operate in Northwestern and Omaha with strong 
men in it. The latter is said to have been bought 
largely by the younger V anderbilts. 

Some New York operators are advising short 
selling of stocks on the theory that the Western 
wheat crop will not be more than 60 per cent of 
last year’s yield. 

It is now reported that the Denver extension 
ot the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy has already 
earned its proportion. of the dividend. This, 
with good earnings on the main line, makes 
Burlington strong. 

The Michigan & Ohio Road will be completed 
from Toledo to Grand Haven about July 1. 
This new road runs alongside the Michigan 
Central, and is expected to increase the value 
of Ohio Central. The parties building it are 
said to be the ones who built the Nickel-Plate. 
Perhaps they will be ready to sell out about the 
time the road looms up as & rival line. 

The completion of the new through continent- 
al lines and of the Mexican roads is expected to 
injure the business of the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany. 

The new Georgia Pacific Railway will soon 
reach the famous Black Warrior coalfields. The 
mortgage ou this road is $10,000 per mile, while 
the actual cost is double that sum. 

The people in Arizona are opposed to a re- 
newal of the land-grant of over 14,000,000 acres 
recently forfeited by the Texas Pacilic. The 
graut reverts to the Territory. 

It is rumored that Lackawauna has earned 20 

r cent more since Jan. I than in the same time 
ah Pane. 

The earnings of the leased lines of the illinois 
Central for the third week increased 50.800. 

The exports for January and February ex- 
ceeded the imports $35,000,000. 

Vanderbilt and W. L. Scott are said to have 
decided to go to Europe together. An improved 
European demand for American securities is 
expected—as a consequence.

There was not very much business doing on 
‘Change Saturday, and grain tended downward, 
while there Wasasympathetic halt in provis- 
ions. All started in strong, but the report of 
big stocks of wheat and flour in Liverpool was a

Provisions were moderately active and less 
firm.

Pork 
was relatively dull, selling up 5c, declining 10c, 
and closing at 23 % improvement, at $18:47% bid 
for May. Meats closed 2%c better, at $10.07% 
asked fur May. There was a fair volume of 
changing over from April into future markets 
early in the day, and then the carrying charges 
narrowed, indicating that about ali the trans- 
fers had been made which are need- 
fui to provide for, the deliveries of Mon- 
day. There was very little shipping 
demand on Change. The summer packing of 
this city aegregates about 133.000 hogs to date, 
against 175,000 to do a year ago and 171,W0to 
do in 1581. 

Fiour was in moderate demand for small lots, 
and showed little change in prices. The general 
tone of the market is dull, with a littie more 
in stock than a month ago, though Western 
millers are reported to have recentiv cut down 
on their production.

May wheatin this market sold at $1.10 and a 
traction on each ot 10 out of the 26 trading 
days in the month now closed. The market has 
varied little, though most of the time badly un- 
det tled in tone. 

It was remarked yesterday that the grain trade 
may be misied by the partial reports of ship- 
ments fromm this city much worse than if there 
were no such reports at all. The parties who 
make up the figures do the best they can with 
the means at their disposal, but they are not 
sure of being able to caver the whole ground. 

The stocks of provisions in this city at the 
close of March will be footed up in time to have 
the aggregate posted on Change Monday, pro- 
vided the individual reports are handed in early 
enough. Delay on the part of one or two firms 
may result in throwing the report over till 
Wednesday. 

The names of ten firms were mentioned on 
"Change yesterday as having settled up on the 
July wheat deal since the decision of the Su- 
preme Court was published. The aggregate 
thus far is about 900,000 bu. About four firms 
are doing the heavy sticking out. 

The wheat prospects in Ohio, Indiana, and IIIi- 
nois are now being discussed in the, papers 
and by parties in the trade with widely differing 
views and results. Some parties assert positive- 
ly that no material damage has been done to the 
growing wheat, and others are equally certain 
that there will not be more than half u crop. A 
few days more will tell the story. The. spring is 
not yet forward enough to show whether the 
wheat will grow or not, except iu the mors 
Southern sections. 

Current rece'pts of No.2 grain can be deliv- 
ered in May as regular by subtracting 1c from 
the selling price, while grain now regular means 
b subtraction of 3X%c if carried into May to be 
then delivered as regular. Hence Tor specula- 
tive purposes current receipts of grain are 
worth 1¥c more per bu than grain on which 4 
storage is now due as the result of accumulated 
charges during tbe winter.

While am willing to 
admit that there is no necessity for two Call 
Boards, I fail to see by what right the Board 
of Trade asks us to quietly part with the 
fruits of our labor without some equivalent. 
‘They propose to furnish a call room with 600 
seats and put those 600 seats in competition 
between 1.86 members. They also propose 
to keep out of the room all persons except 
those owning seats. ‘The present Call Board 
organization has about 500 chairs for which 
1,000 members compete, but any person own- 
ing a chair has a right te enter the room and 
trade. While there are a great many Board 
of Trade members who are anxious to see 
the call under the control of the 
big board. 1 doubt very much 
if they would willingly surrender the pres- 
ent Call Board to the big board did they 
realize the unfairness and injustice of the 
policy contemplated. We have made all 
sorts of overtures to the big board to lease 
the room in the new building, believing that 
the Cail Board under a separate manage- 
mivent—but at the same time under control of 
the big board—would be best for all con- 
cerned, for the simple reason that a Call 
Board of over 500 active members cannot be 
handled to any advantage. The rules must 
be arbitrary as regards order and discipline 
and strict enforcement. The rules of the 
Board of Trade at present do not cover the 
ground. 
Too MANY MEMBERS. 

The one great objection that we find now 
is that our board has too many members, 
making it very difficult, in excited and active 
markets, to maintain order. How mueh 
worse would it be if the full board were 
allowed access to the room. It would be- 
come so large and cumbersome it would 
fail of its own weight. It would be impos- 
sible for any caller to call or control from 
800 to 1,000 persons. 1 think the chief rea- 
son that the big board are so anxious to ac- 
commodate the members with a call arises 
from the fact that they see $75,000 coming from 
the sale of the seats, which would look 
real nice in their treasury. If it were not 
for this large income from this one direction 
l think there would be no difficulty in our 
renting the call-room from the big board; 
but we do not think we are called upon to 
surrender our rights without at least an at- 
tempt to get an equivalent. We have been 
willing to make any and every fair and hon- 
orable concession to the big board. We have 
offered to modify our rules so that they will 
not conflict with W regulate our hours 
to suit them, and, in fact, do anything and 
everything they could reasonably ask or ex- 
pect. But they have coolly informed us they 
could not recognize us, nor could they rent 
us the call-room in the new build on any 
terms. — sey result will be it is impos- 
sible to say; but I hope there are clear- 
headed men 1* both boards who will get to- 
gether and settle the a difficulty.”

Puts and Calls— Had Fortune of an Ine 
surance Azent Who Dabbled in 
Them. 

A motion was made yesterday before Judge 
Rogers to reinstate the case of Rice & 
Kirchoff against George P. Treadway, and 
an interesting little story was developed in 
connection therewith. It stems that George 
P. Treadway, the well-known insuragce 
agent, is in the habit of takmg an occasional 
flyer“ on the Open Board of Trade. His 
prosperous business would not allow him to 
cool his heels on the board watching the ups 
and downs of the market, but he was easily 
induced to listen to the voice of the charmer, 
which said: “Invest in puts and calls. 5 
This is a very mild and especially seductive 
kind of gambling, requiring the investment 
of only a Small amount, and 
giving occasionally a liberal prolit. 
The modus operandi is too well known to 
need explanation, especially as the board has 
quite recently and suddenly awakened to the 
tact of the existence of a statute which cold- 
ly terms such trading gambling. Well, 
‘Treadway scanned the market reports indus- 
triously, until he thought he could tell just 
how a large body of men of diverse interests 
in everything, except to discover the most 
judicious way to squeeze that portion of the 
community known as the grangers,”’ would 
be liable to urge the market quotations on 
grain, and, having done so tor some time, de- 
cided to win a few shekeis himself in the 
same way. He left his orders and an occca- 
sional five or ten dollar bill with his 
brokers, Rice & Kirchoff, with instruc- 
tions to buy a put or call,“ as 
the market seemed weak or strong. 
At first he put up the necessary funds, but 
subsequently a little running account. grew 
up, Which developed toa very healthy size, 
while the profits failed to materialize ina 
correspondmg degree. The brokers finally 
r they would like to have a little 
étude in the color of his money. He replied 
with an unpleasant suggestion as to gam- 
bl contracts, and they sued him before 
Justice Hammer, and recovered judgment 

He appealed, and the suit was dis- 
missed some time ago by Judge Rogers on 

call, Treadway’s attorney being absent.

Today 
100 clergymen would ask the Lord to send to 
Chicago next Tuesday honest and good offi- 
cers.

The city paid promptly $240,000 a month, and 
the streets of Chicago were the paradise of 
the bicyclist, with eighty miles of grand 
streets. There was more betting done by 
the citizens on the so-called Reform Finance 
Committee—there was more betting done 
by Ab. Taylor, Charley Farwell, and George 
M. Pullman than is done by that arch-devil 
Mike McDonald.” Hizzener said he had 
been charged with drinking like thunder. 
The fact was, he had taken but three drinks 
in a saloon since he returned from Europe. 
Of course, when he was thirsty he went in 
and gota glass of lager, but he didn’t call 
that drinking. [Applause.] Heading from 
Tue TRIBUNE, the Mayor characterized this 
journal as a paper that would not tell a lie 
nor commit a forgery.” A personal attack 
upon the editor of Tnx Trirpung, Marshall 
Field, and B. F. Moulton followed. The re- 
formers had $120,000. What did they want 
of it? [A voice To bty votes.“] They 

roposed to steal ballots from the box by 

uylue votes. 

Carter said his expenses in his first cam- 
paign were $3,100; in his second campaign 
£6,000. What were the reformers going to 
do with $120,000? The reformers intended 
rascality, and Cary was “acarpet-bagger who 
would not make a good Mayor.” Thieves 
came here because the Chicago papers shout- 
ed, **Come to Chicago, for here is a free riot 
for thieves and all classes of criminals.”’ 

It was now 9:45, and the Mayor was thank- 
ing God that he was not Emery A. Storrs, and 
accusing Gen. Stiles of lying about him. He 
continued to defend and explain, having up 
to this time used the personal pronoun 326 
times. He said Long John Wentworth 
would vote “ for Carter next Tuesday. It 
you'll promise not to divide with him lll 
bet you $100 Wentworth votes for me.“ 
Cary had said he would carry out THE 
TRIBUNE’S platform. This seemed to anger 
the Mayor, and after more vituperation and 
a wriggling attempt at explanation, he in- 
dulged in brutal personal attacks on Emery 
A. Storrs and Gen. Stiles. The crowd tired 
of the harangue, and manyleft. 

At 10:20 Carter had alluded to himself 513 
times. He had said nothing about the mur- 
ders, robberies, and assaults which had oc- 
curred with such alarming frequency during 
the last year. He had made no allusion to 
the dago dens, gambling resorts, and houses 
of prostitution, which had multiplied ten- 
fold during the same period. Every sen- 
tence was intended as a personal explana- 
tion, and “1,” “*me,”’ my. and mine were 
crowded in with tiresome frequency. Carter 
at 10:30 had tired out two shorthand writers, 
and no reporter at any of the tables pretended 
to follow him. When at last he alluded to 
himselffor the 567th time the audience had 
fallen away fully one-half. The talk through- 
out was that of a thoroughly frightened 
man. 

Col. Cameron followed Carter, saying that 
the speech just made was “one of the ablest 
and most eloquent addresses he had ever 
heard in any municipal campaign.” He de- 
fended the liquor traffic, and urged the dis- 
tillers, brewers, and saloonkeepers to retal- 
iate on those who criticised them. The con- 
clusion of Col. Cameron’s speech was list- 
ened to by thirty-four men. 


A Two Days’ Street-Cleaning Job—A 
Waste of Work and of the City 
Money. 

The following communication was handed 
in to Tur TRIBUNE yesterday: 

CHICAGO, March 31.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
-—Carter Harrison. Mayor of Chicago, has put 
an army of men to work this morning leveling 
off rubbish which has accumulated during the 
winter between Twenty-second and Twenty- 
fifthon Dearborn and Butterfield streets, in- 
stead of putt them to work in the city where 
they might do some good. They are doing 
nothing but pusting in time holding up their 
shovels and drawing their pay, but they are ex- 
pected to vote next Tuesday for Carter. 

This letter was given to a reporter with 
instructions to find out if the charge was 
true. The districts named can scarcely be 
called streets. They are only locations for 
streets, or places where streets may yet be 
when the place gets populated, and are at 


present covered by hills of sand and dirt and 
aceumulated rubbish. The plank footpaths 
along he line are all right, but there is no 
passageway for vehicles,nor is there any need 
for such. There are only about half a dozen 
buildings on the Butterfield and Dearborn 
lines in the district,and the occupiers of these 
use either State or Clark street, which forin 
the boundary lines east and west. The re- 
porter found that the facts were exactly as 
stated in the letter. Gangs of men number- 
ing about a couple of hundred altogether 
were at work, or playing at being at work 
about the corners of ‘Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth streets on the Butterfield and 
Dearborn lines. They have been put on dur- 
ing thej last three days; they know they will 
be discharged on Monday; they freely talk 
of itasan election job, work at it as 
such. If these men had been put to work 
on the streets and alleys in the business part 
of the city their work would have been valu- 
able, but to do so at the present time would 
probably have drawn too much attention to 
the scheme. While this grading and level- 
ing work ney are engaged at might possibly 
be useful, if it were genuine, the employ- 
ment of gangs of men there now, and that 
for two or three days only, taken in con- 
junction with the vile condition of the busi- 
ness centres, is simply the boldest farce. At 
the time the reporter visited the place it 
was a little past the men’s dinner hour, 
and some of the gangs had started to 
work a little, while others remained loung- 
ing and chatting around the corners, sitting 
on the path, or stood resting on their shov- 
els. It was evident the toremen w ere easy 
masters. 

The reporter stopped at Twenty-fourth 
and State, and addressing a man who lives 
two or three doors from the corner, said: 

“What are all those men doing down 
there?“ 

»O, those are Harrison’s voters,” replied 
the man with a laugh: most of them were 
put on duty there yesterday and a great 
many this morning. Say, do you see that 
big crowd off there on the corner 
of Twenty-third and Butterfield? See 
them ovr ae up the fence for fear it 
would fall? Every man-jack of them is 
earning his wages now. ‘They know itisn’t 
work they’re paid for. Lou won't see 
a soul there after Monday—the shov- 
els may be left at home as far 
as these streets are concerned once the elec- 
tion is over.“ 

The reporter then went down among the 
men and chatted with some of them. 1 
came on only this morning,” said one, and 
Tu. only get work till Monday night. Of 
course it’s an election job—they want to 
make sure of my vote for Harri- 
sun. They might pay some decent 
wages though; 81.25 a day is all 
they’re givin’ me, and what good’s that? No, 
I haven’t to work much, but it isn’t this kind 
of a job I am lookin’ for. Ican do an hon- 
est day’s work and am willin’ to do it, and 
it’s a constant job I wantsolcan support 
my family. It's all a humbug putting us on 
a job like this; if they wanted to give a poor 
laborin’ man a job they would put him on 
something that’s wanted, and every one 
knows there’s work of that kind enough to 
keep hundreds goin’ on the alleys and streets 
down-town, Oh, yes, III vote for Harrison 
—he’s the poor man’s friend.“ N

Frightfully Bruised and Injured. 


Troy, N. T., March 31.—[Special.}— 
Among the 200 students attending the Rens- 
selaer Polytechnic Institute in this eity Is 
one named Merinas, hailing from Maryland, 
and another named Scott, a native of Troy. 
These two young men engaged in a dispute, 
Southerner demanded 
Scott’s blood. Merinas dispatched a chal- 
lenge for a duel to Scott, who proposed to 
settle their misunderstanding in accord- 
ance with the London prize-ring rutes. The 
Maryland than demurred, but concluding it 
was the only means of obtaining redress 
finally accepted.

The second round started with sparring, 
after which Merinas made a feint for Scott’s 
forehead, and then countered heavily on his 
neck. Scott “replied’’ with three quick 
strokes upon the Southerner’s face, each of 
the blows breaking the flesh. 

The third round saw Scott’s right eye 
draped and Merinas’ nose knocked out of 
joint, The round ended in a rough-and-tum- 
ble. 

After striking wildly at each other in the 
fourth round, the Southerner struck his op- 
ponent a blow in the stomach, 
stantly, crying aloud with pain. A 
was c lalmed, but not allowed. 

Scott came promptly to time for the fifth 
round. While Merinas was looking for an 
opening Scott struck him a terrific blov in 
the face. Merinas went down like a log. 
When time was called both eyes had closed, 
aud he failed to come to time. 

The Trojan was declared the victor. His 
lip, nose, and all his face were badly cut. 

In addition to Mertnas’ other injuries his 
jaw was dislocated.

Vignauax Finds it an Easy Matter to 
Dispose of Wallace. 

The tenth game in the grand balk line 
tournament tor the championship of the 
world given by che J. M. Brunswick & Balke 
Co., was played yesterday at Central 
Music-Hall in the presence of a very large 
audience, many ladies being in attendance. 
The contestants were Maurice Vignaux of 
France and ‘Thomas Wallace of Chicago, and 
it proved to be a complete walk-over for the 
Frenchman, who played a beautiful game, 
while Wallace seemingly could not play at 
all.

The following note from Mr. S. G. Pratt 
announcing his determination to temporarily 
withdraw Zenobia” from the stage was 
received at an early hour this morning—sev- 
eral hours after the musical review for the 
week had gone to press 

CHICAGO, March 31.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
I feel it my duty to muke a statement of facts 
regurdmg the production of “Zenobia”™ to the 
friends of music and art, which means the gen- 
eral public, for all are friends, but few are iead- 
ers, woile the many prefer to be followers of 
success. it was my intention to continue the 
presentation of the opera during the spring sea- 
son in the different cities, and I found no difii- 
culties in obtaining opportunities when man- 
agers were made aware of the production to 
be given at McVicker’s Theatre, iu this city. 
This flattering fact shall not, bowever, mis- 
lead me into an enterprise which 1 
feel would be disastrous without a 
reorganization of my principal parts, 
and which most likely would hazard if not de- 
stroy the success already achieved—a success 
the greator that it has been won against adverse 
circumstances that would ordinarily. I think, 
have ruined at once a work of this kind. The un- 
fortunate iliness of Miss schell and her inability 
to sing the soprano parts at all the first three 
nights was aione enough to kill the work. With 
this blow struck at the initial performance, and 
with no gee to remedy the defect, it is a 
source of congratulation that the opera has 
sustained itself during the entire week with 
steadily-increasing »yatronage. Yet while this 
fact increases my faithin the work and in the 
public's approval of it, I feel that I have good 
reasons for waiting until a more fortunate selec- 
tion can be wade for the soprano parte. 

in thankiug those who have so generously as- 
sisted in the production, both those of the press 
and in private life, I would say their sugges- 
tions shall not go unheeded. It shail be my 
earnest endeavor to remove any defects which 
the experience of the last week has enabled me 
to discover, and such changes as have been sug- 
gested from the production here. The advice 
from the press and friends shail be duly weighed, 
as I know it springs from a desire to advance 
that to which in all probability my life must be 
devoted. 

How can I ever express my feelings 
of gratitude to Mies Henninges. Nobie woman!

She has 
sung the trying réle seven times in one week, 
whicb older singers would scarcely bave been 
willing to sing three times. How superbly, me 
audiences can testify. 

To the chorus and orchestra, to the Mozart 
Society. and otber volunteers who Rave fol- 
lowed the fortunes of the Queon of Palmyra with 
enthusiasm, I am deeply grateful; andto the 

veteran manager and bis assistants who have 
ungelfishiy devoted themselves to the work— 
to all these my siticere thanks. Lastly 
to the publie, who ba ve received 
the disappointments the sopranos 
inability with so much good will, my bearty 
thanks. Itrustin the near future, with some 
of the parts changed, with an augmented 
chorus, and defects removed, to be able to pre- 
sent the work again for their approval. Their 
reception of the opera, with all the adverse cir- 
cumstances, is such as to encourage every 
young and etriving author in America, and is a 
new leaf in the musical history of Chicago, 
which will be continued by others as weil as by 
your humble servant.

Said a 
member: »Iconsiger the decision of the Su- 
preme Courta most unjust, unrighteous, and in- 
iguitous one. It is epposed to the interests of the 
people, and is entirely in the interest of the pro- 
fessionai gambiers and what is now coming to 
be known as the ‘wealthy criminal classes.“ 
The effect of it istoturn the Doard of Trade 
into a vast gambling bell, where “ brace games 
of the most brazen sort may be openly played, 
and where the professionals muy wring money 
without limit from innocent partios without any 

equtvalent being wiven in return. 

That the docision is not in accordance with 
the law is shown on the face of it. It is ensy to 
convict the Judges outof theirown mouths. 1 
quote from the decision 

„The Board of Trade was incorporated by an 
act of the General Assembly on the lath day of 
February, 1850. It incorporates the then exist- 
tug Board of Trade, and confcrs on it the fran- 
chises and powers to sue and be sued, plead and 
be impleaded, receive, purchase. and hoid not 
exceéding $200,000 worth of property, and to 
sell the same; also to make rules, regulations. 
and by-laws such as the body might think prop- 
erand necessary for its government not con- 
trary to the iaws of the land. 

This shows that the Board of Trade is not a 
private assoctation like a poker club. Its rules 
and decisions must be in sccordauce with the 
law of the land. Now what is the law of the 
land in regard to broken contracts?

His Lecture at Farwell Hali—r. 
Storrs’ Introductory Remarks. 
Farwell Hall was crowded full last even- 
ing with an audience assembled to listen to 
that Nestor of orators who has probably de- 
lighted with his eloquence more people than 
any public speaker ot this age, John B. 
Gough. The lecturer was introduced by Mr, 
Emery A. Storrs, who stated that, as Mr. 
Gough was suffering from a cold, the audi- 
ence would have to listen meekly, sub- 
missively, and patientiy for twenty or thirty 
minutes to him (Storrs). [Cheers.] The 
subject for the evening. said Mr. Storrs, was 
“The Liquor Traffic.” This topic was 
not local in any sense. The liquor traffic 
was damnable, devastating, and diabolical 
the world over. But the topic had at pres- 
ent a special significance in this city at the 
presenttime, and the question, What shall 
we do with the liquor traffic ? was, in Chi- 
cago, the great problem at the present time, 
agitating the minds of all good men and 
women. In this city last year nearly 
$30,000,000 was expended for liquor at retail. 
There were 1 arrests of drunks and 
disorderlies.“ he total number of arrests 
was 31,000, of which 26,000 were traceable to 
drink. The jails, prisons, Criminal Court, 
and hospitals, etc., eost $1,200,000, of which 
ye uor traffic was responsible for 
But these statistics, appalling as they were, 
were only on the threshold of the list of evils 
caused by drink in this city. The weeping 
wives, the crying children, the desolate 
homes caused by it are consequences to esti- 
meats which no mathematics afforded any 
asis. 
Now this city at present was interested in 
knowing whether this trailic can be regu- 
lated. This was a question—a moral one— 
which could not be bullied out of the hearts 
of men and women, When this question 
was settled it would be settled right, and it 
would not be settled until it was settled 
right. Saloonkee pers,“ said he, “you 
don’t know it, but it is safer to rely on the 
goodness of God than on the dexterity and 
ingenuity of the Devil. If you don’t believe 
it, try it.’ The saloonkeepers would not 
achieve r if 9 should succeed at 
the election uesday.

But he-swayed 
the great audience at will, never appealing 
in vain for either langhter or tears;

MR. JENNING’S LETTER—POLITICS. 

LONDON, March 31.—[Jennings' Cable to 
the New York World,|—The Marquis of 
Salisbury’s tour through the Midland dis- 
tricts has revealed the fact that there isa 
much wider and profounder feeling of dis- 
content with the Ministry than had been 
thought to exist even by the mosthopeful 
Conservative. The Tory leader addressed 
really immense audiences, and was every- 
where received with great enthusiasm, and 
itis dificult to say whether the surprise of 
the Conservatives at these demonstrations of 
friendly interest or Mr. Chamberlain’s alarm 
has been the more noticeable. Mr. 
Chamberlain has bitterly resented Lord 
Salisbury’s presumption in appearing 
among the workmen of the Midland dis- 
tricts, who, as your readers can readily im- 
agine, are beginning to show no little alarm 
at England’s declining trade, They are 
equally disgusted with the Government’s 
conduct in Egypt and Ireland, and therefore 
are losing faith in Mr. Ohamberlain’s party, 
to which of late years they have lent their 
powerful support. During Lord Salisbury’s 
tour an effort was made by the Times to sow 
divisions in the counsels of the Conservative 
party, it being asserted for about the fiftieth 
time that Sir Stafford Northcote and the 
Marquis of Salisbury were at variance. 
I have the best authority for saying that 
there is not a word of truth in 
the Times’ statements, but that, on the con- 
trary, the most perfect understanding exists 
between the two eminent Conservative lead- 
ers, At present a truce prevails in political 
circles. Mr. Gladstone has gone to Sand- 
ringham as the guest of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, and the Earl and Count- 
ess of Rosebery follow him thither tonight. 
The heir apparent is entertaining as large a 
party at Sandringham as that by no means 
colossal mansion will accommodate. 

JOHN BROWN. 

Various rumors are afloat in different cir- 
cles of society concerning the cause of the 
death of the Queen’s “ personal servant,” 
John Brown. The doctor’s explagation that 
his death resulted from 4 attack 
of erysipelas is, 1 may say, not 
credited. Whatever may have been the 
cause of his death, the loss of her faithful 
servant has profoundly affeeted the Queen. 
The tone of the press in noticing Browu's 
death and the friendship for himof his royal 
mistress has beyn decidedly sympathetic, ex- 
ceptin Radical quarters, where there isa 
good deal of sneering and inuendo. John 
Brown’s younger brother succeeds to the 
post of confidential servant, so that the fort- 
junes of the family, over which the Queen 
has always watched very carefully, will not 
suffer by the death of her long-time and de- 
voted attendant. 

NO MORE RED COATS. 

The decision to change the uniform of the 
army from the time-honored scarlet to the 
soberer gray, which is regarded as more in 
keeping with the practical spirit of modern 
war-making, staggered the Recruiting Ser- 
geants, who feared that in the absence of the 
scarlet their occupation, which had already 
received a severe blow when the Queen's 
shilling”? and such undesirable devices for 
inducing men to pocket it as getting them 
drunk were discountenanced and entering 
the army became as matter-of-fact a piece of 
business as joining the police, would be ut 
terly gone and forever, It has, however, 
been decided to keep the scariet in the gar- 
rison towns, in order to lure the rustics, 
but to wear Confederate gray whenever the 
soldiers are sent out upon active service. 
The change—which will begin soon—is an- 
other blow of the reforming pick-ax in the 
structure of the old British army, and by no 
means the least important of the alterations 
begun by Lord Cardwell and pressed on by 
Mr. Childers.

FRANCE, 
LOUISE MICHEL. 

Panis, March 31.—[Special Cable.]—The 
excitement over the arrest of Louise Michel 
is increasing. | A great number of meetings 
were held this afternoon and evening by the 
Revolutionists, and all were closely 
watched by the police, but there was 
no dlsorder. Nearly 30,000 troops 
were under arms and ready to 
march at a moment's notice. Among the 
meetings held was one in the Rue de Rivoll, 
at which nearly 8,000 persons were present. 
M. Joffrin, a fiery municipal Conncilor who 
recently proposed rearming the National 
Guard and reastablishing municipal 
workshops, said that the existence 
of the present Republic was due to 
the self-sacrificing ardor of such patrlots as 
Louise Michel, and that the conflagrations of 
187 purified Paris, but that other conflagra- 
tions might be necessary. John Labusquire 
urged immediate action. 

In the largetowns the same state of excited 
anticipation exists. At Marseilles, St. 
Etienne, Roubaix, Narbonne, Lyons, .Bor- 
deaux, Havre, Montpelier, and Nantes the 
revolutionary partisans are active. Meetings 
are held almost daily, and the situation every- 
where seems critical. Arrests are made 
daily, seventeen persons having been ar- 
rested today charged with complicity in 
revolutionary movements. 

[Louise Michel is one of the most eminent of 
the Anarchists. Her political views are sum- 
marized in her own words, thus: “Tear down 
the whole social edifice, and begin over again.”’ 
She has her home in poverty in one of the obscure 
purts of Paris. Sbe lives with her mother,who is a 
person content with things as they are, and dep- 
recates the dangerous teachings and doings of 
berdaughter. The most conspicuous thing in the 
arcb-Anarchist’s home is a bust of Charlotte 
Cerday. the assasin of Marat. Louise Michel, 
who in England lately attracted the attention of 
many eminent persons, is described as being a 
quiet, kind-looking, middle-aged woman. 
Her brow ig intellectual, ber mouth 
too large for beauty, her hair brown 
in color end cut short, her eyes 
gray and full of expression. She dresses shab- 


is quiet and subdued; she says the most terrible 
things in a manner awiable and winning. Born 
at the Chateau de Vroncourt, where her mother 
was a domestic, her early life was passed in 
plenty, and she was the pet of a household 
circle who admired ber precocity and the 
originality of her views. Her father is 
said to. have been an aristocrat. Upon the 
death of her protectress, and the advent of new 
owners to the home in which she nad lived tn 
comfort and bonor, her mother and she were

Sbe then 
found more congenial associations than those 
of the school-room in the political clubs which 
were springing up ju the French capital, and 
she became a leader in the effusion of ideas 
which, in the course of time, took the form in 
her mind of anew social system. During the 
struggle made by the Commune, she fought un- 
der the red flag, was made prisoner ,and exiled 
to New Caledonia. The generosity. of the 
woman appeared in many ways 
on ber way to that far-off land- and 
a resident there. Her bestowing her stockings 
and shoes upon a wretch more in need of them 
than she, while on the way out, is remembered 
as one of ber numerous acts of self-denial. 
Upon her pardon and return to ber native coun- 
try she resumed ber old occupation as a po- 
litical agitator, with a greater strength of con- 
viction and thé enlarged influence resulting 
from the people's knowiedge of ber past suffer- 
ings and disinterestedness of character. 

Louise Michel expresses with characteristic 
frankness her views upon assasination, She 
once killed a viper in her girlhood, and she holds 
that when a human being is pernicious he ought 
to be suppressed asshe suppressed the viper. 
She lamented that she had failed to“ suppress” 
Napoleon before Sedan, and that she had not 
suppressed M. Thiers. Sbe hud also at one 
time reselved to kill M. Gambetta, but aban- 
doned the project, as such an act would have 
been fruitiess. Of course she is hand in glove 
with the Nibilists, 

Louise Michel was among the 13,450 persons 
who were sent for life to New Caledovia, in the 
Southern Pacific. On the convict-stiip which 
conveyed them thither, the wretches are said 
by Rochefort to bave been “penned by the 
balf-dozen in strong wooden cages, where 
there was just room for them to squat, 
huddiing one another. Twice a day 
a bucket half fuil of soup was passed into each 
cage, and the men, not being allowed to have 
tins, helped themselves with wooden spoons, 
Their drink was water, Which they swilled out of 
an iron jug, the ration being limited to a quart a 
day per man, even when they were passing 
through tropical latitudes, where thirst 
rages. There was not enough light in the 
cages for the prisoners to rend, so they were 
fain to sit or rock aboutin sullen idleness, ex- 
cept during the half-hour every day when they 
were summoned to the upper deck, in bDatahes 
of fifty, towash and take exercise under a 
guard of marines with loaded riiles.” This is 
what Louise Michel holds against society.)

AUSTRIA*HUNGARY. 
BARON ALEXANDER VON PAWEL-RAM- 
MINGEN. * 

VIENNA, March 31.—The Court of Appeals 
confirmed the sentence of the Criminal 
Court of Innspruck against Baron Alexander 
Von Pawel-Rammingen. This case ob- 
tained the degree of a cause célébre by rea- 
son of its many painful phases, and the ex- 
traordinary and international features in- 
volved. The convicted Baron is a cousin of 
the husband of Princess Frederica of Han- 
over, and is thus allied directly to royalty. 

[The Princess Frederica of Hanover, cousin 
of Queen Victoria, married the Baron Alphonse 
von Pawel-Rammingen at Windsor Castie April 
24, 1880. They are pensioned off and kept at 
Hampton Court. 

Baron von Pawel-Rammingen was brought to 
trial at Inospruck Dec, 14, 1882, on various 
charges of swindling. while acting as representa- 
tive of claimantsto the property of the late 
Gen, Reichardt. He was convicted Dec. 19, and 
was sentenced to imprisonment for seven years 
and the loss of bis title to nobility. 
During the trial all the charges of 
the Government were sustained, the evidence 
being direct and indisputable. The Baron was 
born at Coburg in 1844. He was educated as a 
Protestant, but during a visit to America some 
years ano he joined the Catholic communion. 
Soon after he was appointed Chamberlain to 
the Pope, a position that gave bim au influence 
that he was not slow to use at a later period, 

The history of the Reichardt legacy ang the 
Baron's connection with it is as follows: Gen. 
Walter Sembrer Reichardt, after serving in the 
army of the Grand Mogul of Delhi against the 
English, founded the principality of Sirdbana, 
in Northwest India. When he died his large 
fortune fell to his wife, the cruel Begum Somra. 
She became a Catholic after her husband's death, 
and adopted as her heir his 
grandson, David Dyce sombre. The East 
India Company sequestered the legucy and law- 
suits tollowed, and were not ended until 1878, 
when the British Privy Council contirmed a 
compromise between the claimants. The heir, 
David Dyce, married a daughter of Admiral St. 
Vincent, and was afterward declared a lunatic 
on account of his oxtravagance. In revenge be 
disinherited his wife and willed all his property 
to the East India Company. After his death his 
widow married Lord Forrester and immediately 
attacked the will. 

About this time, in 1850, it was suddenly an- 
nounced that Gen. Reichardt was not an Indian, 
buta Tyrolese. His descendants in the Tyrol 
were summoned and a linguist named Genaud, 
of Bozen, claimed the legacy on behalf of a 
woman pretending to be a descendant of Reich- 
ardt's sister. The case miscarried, but Genaud 
procured another client, Maria Wiamayt. In 
1876 Count Gunther Sternberg introduced this 
pair to Baron Pawel-Rammingen, whose ac- 
complishments made him a valuable man to 
promote the interests of the claimants. He pro- 
cured from small capitalists in London, Rome, 
Paris, and Vienna 80,000 florins under promise 
of repaying them threefoid. He inter- 
ested several notable personages in Eu- 
gland and Austria, and took advantage 
of a communication from Lord Deubigh, stat- 
ing thas Begum Somru had bequeathed a large 
sum to the Catholic Mission at Agra to secure 
the aid of the clergy. He also promised the 
Capuchin Friars at Rome that the Tyrolese 
heirs would pay the Capuchins their share in 
return for their support.]

GERMANY. 
A PRUSSIAN STATE COUNCIL. 

Hampura, March 31.—it is eurrently re- 
ported that Bismarck intends to revive the 
Prussian State Council; by whieh all bills 
proposed by the Government must be passed 
before they are introduced into Parllament. 
The measure is regarded as reactionary. 

[This is applying to Prusgia proper the meth-- 
ods now in vogue with the Empire. The Prus- 
sian Parliament is composed of a Senate jand 
House. The King appoints tne Senators, for 
life. An important law must originate with the 
House, but be accepted by both King and Sen- 
ate. Under the Empire, however, the Bundes- 
rath, or Privy Council, originates all the meas- 
ures, and the Reichstag or Imperial House can 
only debate them. Bismarck, therefore, in- 
tends to make hig rule in Prussia still more 
despotic. These things are viewed with alarm 
inj the “free City of Hamburg,” which fears it 
Will soon be gobbied up by Prussia on the 
ground of necessity (in collect ing the customs).]

EPISCOPAL APPOINTMENTS. 

New York, March 81.—The Catholic Ne- 
view has advices from Rome stating that the 
Holy See has appointed the Rev. Joseph 
Rademacher, of the diocese of Fort Wayne, 
to the See of Nashville, vacant by the promo- 
tion of Archbishop Feehan to Chicago. 
Bishop Brondel, of Vancouver's Island, has 
been appointed Apostolical Administrator of 
the Vicariate of Montana, now added to the 
province of Oregon, although heretofore be- 
longing to the province of St. Louis, and ad- 
ministered by the Vicars of Idaho and Ne- 
braska. Father Jonckan is appointed Coead- 
jutor, cum jure, to the Bishop of Vancouy- 
er's. Mgr. Brondel will reside in Moutana, 
and, after reorganizing the diocese, wiil be 
formally transferred to it.

NAVAL BATTLE. 


A Whole Fleet of Oyster Pirates Capt- 
ured in the Great Chop- 
tank River. 


BALTWonx, Md., March 31,--|Speclal.}— 
Probably the last raid this season has been 
made on the illegal oyster-dredges, news 
having just reached here of a lively chase 
and skirmish yesterday on the Great Chop- 
tank River, in Lower Maryland. A fleet of 
five large oyster vessels was surprised while 
dredging on forbidden ground, and, after an 
exciting chase, were all captured by the 
police sloop Eliza Haywerd and the police 
steamer Leila, of the’ Maryland oyster navy, 
The police sloop came on the dredgers un- 
awares, not expecting to find them in that 
neighborhood. As soon as the oystermen saw 
the enemy they crowded all sail and made 
for the Chesapeake Bay, four miles distant. 
When they had made about half the distance 
to the bay a steamer rounded Sharp’s 
Island from the Chesapeake side and entered 
the Choptank direetly ahead of the fleeing 
dredgers. This was an unlooked-for and 
very embarrassing event. The foremost of 
the oyster vessels gave a signal, and a cry of 
alarm went down the line. The steamer 
was directly made out to be the flagship of 
the oyster navy, the Leila, which had ar- 
rived just in the “nick of time” 
to head olf the dredgers and 
prevent their escape into the bay. Tacking 
was the order of the day. The oystermen 
performed really a pretty fleet maneuvre, 
and went about with all possible dispatch. 
As fast as they could crowd sail they scam- 
pered up the Great Choptank, followed by 
the police sloop, reinforced in pursuit by the 
steamer. The pungy Isaac N. Smith put into 
Broad Creek. The others of the dredging 
fleet entered Harris’ Creek. Capt. Mitchell, 
who is the commander of the State Sfishery 
force of Maryland, held a hasty cousultatian. 
with Capt. Harrison, of the police sloop. 
It was decided to send the Eliza 
Hayward after the pungy in Broad Creek, 
and the steamer followed the four dredges, 
which had made for shallow water in Har- 
ris’ Creek. This disposition of forces re- 
sulted speedily in the capture of the whole 
batch. During the chase a number of shots 
were fired from the steamer, which pierced 
the sails of the flying vessels, and disabled 
one of them. Two of those pursued by 
Capt. Mitchell ran aground in the creek. 
The Leila also ran aground, but got off with- 
out much delay. 

The owners and Captains of the vessels 
were each heavily fined. 


FOOD PROSPECTS. 


Official Opinions trom Various States. 

MI WaAUun EE,. Wis,, March 30.—[Special.} 
—8. W. Tallmadge, of the Milwaukee Cham- 
ber of Commerce, has addressed letters to the 
Commissioners of Agriculture, Secretaries of 
State, agricultural boards, and other officials 
in every State in the Union where winter 
wheat is grown making inquiries concerning 
the condition.of the growing crops, Ata 
late hour tonight answers to his inquiries 
began to arrive and have been turned over 
to your correspondent for publication as pos- 
sessing great interest at this time. 

W. J. Chamberlain, Secretary of the Ohio 
State Board of Agriculture, wrifes: “Afew 
of our reports Intended to cover the ground 
up to April 1 are received, and thus far show 
about 70 per cent of last year’s prospects at 
this time. | think the later ones (these are 
sent in ahead of time) will make it still low- 
er. All will be uncertainty till nearly May 
1. But the chances now are all against hay- 
ing over two-thirds of our average crop in 
Ohio. The canses are last fall’s rains and 
winter-killing, Late sown wheat looks past 
hope, exceptin the northwestern and north- 
eastern parts of and State.’ 

8. D. Fisher, the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture i in Illinois, writes: The 
report of the condition of winter wheat will 
be taken in this State April 2. The crop was 
injured in some locations by the fly in the 
fall and has been injured this spring by the 
freezing and dry weather, but to what ex- 
tent lam notable to say yet. * 

C. E. Bowman, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, Horticulture, and Statistica tor 
. — ky, writes: “All wheat sown, in 

Kentucky comes under the class of winter 
wheat. There was a full breadth sown last 
fall. The reports were general that all 
wheat sown before the 15th of October was 
more or less damaged by the fly.

LEW HOUCK. 


The Remarkable Pursuit and Capture 
of a Clever Criminal—How a 
Nescue Was Avoided. 


LARAMIE Ciry, Wyo. March 81.—(|Spe- 
clal.I— Norris, the celebrated detective, has 
had a hard time going East with his captive, 
the notorious murderer, Lew Houck, and 
had it not been for the aid of General-Su- 
perintendent Dickinson, of the Union Pacific 
Railroad hére, his man would have been 
taken from him at Cheyenne. 

A PROTEAN ACTOR, 

Houck is the most expert gambler, three- 
card-monte maa, and bunko-steerer in the 
West, if not in the country, and of late years 
has assumed the name of Canada Bill, when 
the original William. passed in his checks 
and was shuffied off into eternity. Heis 


a handsome man of 35 years, and has 
visited in seareh for “suckers” every 
corner of the continent. He is one 


day a cattle-man, with whip and prod, 
the next a drummer, again a poor emigrant 
anxious to tell his experience with them 
three-keard fellers,”’ or, oceasionally, a 
mashing dandy with more money than brains, 
Any chamcter which will serve his purpose 
he assumes with ease, and has become in 
consequence notorious among the card 
sharps of the country. He has hundreds of 
admirers and friends among them who have 
stood by him constantly while the. hounds of 
justice have been on the chase for nearly five 
years. 
THE MURDER OF LOHMAN. 


As has already been telegraphed, Houck 
murdered Paul Lohman, a commercial trav- 
eler, on a Columbus & Toledo train July 31, 
1878, during a quarrel over a game of cards. 
The stakes amounted to $70, which both men 
claimed when the hands were played. A 
short, fierce quarrel ensued; the men 
clinched in a strugale for the money, when 
Houck, with the quickness for which he is 
famous, shot the drummer, killing him in- 
stantly. He then pulled the bell-cord, 
stopped the train, and made his escape, 

THE PURSUIT. 


The rallway company determined to cap- 
ture the murderer at any cost, and engaged 
John T. Norris, the famous detective, to fol- 
low him until Kanne or die in the search. 
He has traveled in his search over 28,000 
miles, visiting several foreign countries, 
Houck fled at once to the frontier, and since 
the murder has been in Texas, New Mexico, 
Arizona, Old Mexico, Yalifornia, 
Some time since, hearing that Houck was in 
California, he searched the State from end 
to end without success or any trace of him. 
As he was about giving up the job he got on 
his trail in the telegraph office of a small 
town in the Interior, through a message to 
Houck from one of his old Pals. It gave him 
a pointer, and told him to “ go Las 
Vegas.” Norris being an operator sent the 
message, having access to the office, and 
changed Las Vegas to Los Angeles.“ 

CAPTURED, 

He telegraphed the Sheriif there to arrest 
him, and going there immediately, found 
everything lovely and Houck in jail. He 
left Los Angeles at once with his prisoner, 
but the news of the arrest had been tele- 
graphea over the country. and numberless 


to his rescue. Houck was released three 
times in California on writs of habeas 
corpus, but each time Norris succeeded 


in getting him back into his 
clutches, On the wavy Kast from 
California the news reached Norris at Ogden 


that a party of Denver and Kansas City sports 
had secured a writ at Cheyenne and would 
take him off there on the arrival of the train. 
He had a consultation by telegraph with 
the Union Pacifie officials here, and to pre- 
vent his losing his prisoner it was decided 
to take Houck through Wyoming, a distance 
of 600 miles, on a special at such a rate of 
speed that it would be out of the question to 
stop him. General-Superintendent Dickin- 
son therefore went west from bere with an 
engine and his special car until he met 
the western train, when Llouck and the 
detective were taken on board, and 
the special preceded the regular passenger 
as fast as wheels could turn, It whizzed 
through this city like lightning and kept up 
the same speed till Cheyenne, sixty miles 
east of here, was passed, and continued on 
with a clear track to its destination, Barton, 
a station with no population save a few rail- 
road employes, just inside of the Nebraska 
line and beyond the power of a Wyomi 
writ, Here the special awalted the arriva 
late at night of the passenger train, when the 
risoner was again placed on board, all 
ears of his release being over, as Norris has 
more friends in Nebraska, Lowa, and Lilinois 
than the prisoner, and a writ would have been 


of very little avail. 

Norris’ capture is regarded in the West as 
one of the ereatest made for years, as Houck 
is notorious as one of the dest rascals in 
the country, and will probably get a life sen- 
tence in the Ohio Penitentiary. Superin- 
tendent Dickinson informed your corre- 
spondent that Houck takes things very cool- 
17 and hopes to escape from the clutehes of 

law. Qn the trip to Barton he gave the 
party exhibitions of hia skill with cards, 
initating a Hebrew drummer for their 
amusement and making himself the life of 
the crowd. He related many anecdotes of 
his checkered career, and did it with a relish. 
Ile has been everything from a minister of 
the Gospel to a jail-bird and a murderer, and 
sent to prison, as he deserves, will take 
his sentence as ‘philosophically and coolly as 
though fleecing a Granger on an emigrant 
train or a millionaire on a Pullman.

HEAVY ROBBERY. 


A Safe Blown and $45,000 Stolen 
from a Store in Rushville, 
New York. 


RocuEster, N. T., March 31.— [Special. 
One of the most daring and successful burg- 
laries that have been perpetrated in Western 
New York for years occurred at 1 o’cloeck 
this worningin the Village of Rushville, 
over $40,000 in negotiable securities aud $8,050 
in cash being secured. Rashville is situated 
ten miles from Canandaigua. Near the cen- 
tre of the town is located the drug store of 
Carson & Topping. and this is the place that 
was entered by the burglars. One part of the 
store is occupied by S. J. Jones, a capitalist, 
whoge business was principally that of 
loaning money on securities. At 6 o’ciock 
this morning, when the clerk went to open 
the store, he found that the front plate-giass 
windows hd been blown to pieces, anti on 
entering the building the first thing that met 
his eye was the safe with the door blown 
out and its entire contents gone. Mr. Jones 
was notified immediately, and found that 
the burglars had carried off almost his en- 
tire property. Mr. Jones reached this. city 
early in the forenoon, and told the Chief of 
Police the details of the occurrence as fol- 
lows: 

NARRATION OF THE PRINCIPAL LOSER. 

„Tho burglary is the greatest that has 
ever occurred in our section of the State and 
was evidently the work of professionals. I 
judge they reached the store about half-past 
12 o’clock, and after effecting an entrance 
they went to the aafe and, without a mo- 
ment’s delay drilled a hole through the outer 
door. Through this a steel punch was put 
and the inside lock knocked off. The doors 
were then easily opened. The burglar-proof 
compartment inside had a door five or six 
inchess in thickness, with a combination 


lock. This was smashed off with a 
sledge and a large quantity of pow- 
der sifted in behind. the door. ‘The 


explosion which then followed blew the door 
out onte the floor to a point about five or six 
feet. distant. The securities were in tin 
boxes, and these were evidently thrown into 
abag. in times past I have been executor of 
different estates, and some papers belonging 
to mem were lying loosely in the same. 
Although worthless, the burglars carried 
nen off, evidently not stopping to examine 
wm. 
absolutely nothing in the safe. My loss was 
over $80,000 in bonds and mortgages, $3,000 
in nefrotiabie notes, and $1,000in cash, and 
other securities that I cannot remember. 
OTHER VICTIMS, 

„My wife lost also a large amount in 
bonds and mortgages, probably $10,000, 
James R. Wilson lost $3,000 in negotiable 
notes and the same amount in mortgages, 
which were deposited in the safe for safe- 
keeping. W. A. Carson, of the drug firm, 
lost $1,000 in cash, and securities mounting 
to nearly $10,002, Carson & Toppiag lost 
firm money amounting to $500, ther mon- 
eys and securities deposited ty outside par- 
ties in unknown amounts were also taken, 

THE BURGLARS. 

“The burgulars left no traces by which we 
could hope to capture them. All we could 
find were the tracks of the buggy, which 
showed that the party had started towards 
Canandgigua. 1 supposed the safe was 
burglar-proof, but they went through it as if 
it was a pine box. 1 have season to believe 
that some parties in our town put the bure- 
lars onto us, telling them that we were likely 
to have considerable property in our posses- 
sion just before the ist of April.” 

REWAuD OFFERED. 

Mr. Jones also stated that he would pay 
$300 for the capture of the burglars and the 
recovery of the proverty. “I don’t want to 
compound a felony,” he said, “bus when 
they go for a man for all be has got, he feels 
like doing something to get part of it back, 
and they cau keep the money if they will 
only return the securities. I also want to 
give notice to all parties not to negotiate any 
securities of any kind payable:o S. J. Jones, 
W. A. Carson, Edith W. Jones, or James K. 
Wilson.” 

THE EXPLOSION, 

The noise of the explosion was heard at a 
hotel opposit, but was not considered as 
inganing anything wrong, for the reason that 
cannon had been discharged the previous 
evening in celebration of some local event.

Robbin P. Dunn, who dame nere A 
Pu., some ten or twelve years ago, is ‘aged 
about 80. He is a contractor and builder, 
and a very well-known citizen, For several 
years he has been living unhappily with Dis. 
wife, and nes gradually become dissipated. 
On a number of occasions he has beaten bis 
wife and abused his family, and often 
neighbors and passers-by have beet 
obliged to interfere, Last February Mrs. 
Dunn applied to the court for a divorce, al- 
leging drunkenness and cruelty, and imme 
diately, it is said, Dunn made threats against 
her life. He was forbidden the house, and 
has not entered it until today. Mrs, Punn 
has four children, a boy named Joseph, aged 
18, Miss Phoebe, aged 16, and two younger 
daughters, the smallest aged about 6. Joe 
and Phoebe went to Chicago last Sunday. 
During their absence Dunn went to a win- 
dow of the house and presented a revolver 
at his wife, who screamed and ran away. 
Dunn did not shoot, but attempted to get in, 
but was prevented by the doors being locked. 
THE CRIME. 

Today while the family was a dinner Dunn 
walked in with knocking and spoke pleas- 
antly to the family. Joseph, observing that 
he was drunk, rose up and said: Well, 1 
must go to work; guess you'd better go, | 
too, father.“ The latter stooped down as if 
to kiss the little daughter, suddenly drew a 
revolver, and, taking deliberate aim; fired at 
the wife. The ball striking her just below 
the left shoulder, passed apwards, breaking 
the collar-bone, and lodged in the right side 
of the neck, inflicting what must prove to be 
a fatal wound. Mrs. Dunn ran into the yard 
screaming, the blood pouring from her 
wound, and was heard by two citizens pass- 
ing by, who rushed in just in time to pre-

| THE ATTACK ON THE CHILDREN.

A FIENDISH PLOT. | 


An Unsuccessful Attempt to Destroy the 
Latiin & Mand Werks Discovered— 
Graves in the Cake. 

New York, March 30,—What is thought 
to have been a deliberate plot to blow up the 
Laflin & Rand Powder Works, at Singack, 
Passaic County, N. J., near the Mountain 
View Station ou the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western Railroad, was discovered on 
Wednesday in time to prevent the 
demolition of the bufidings and the probable 
loss of several lives. ‘The works consist of a 
number of small buildings, connected by a 
tramway. Theingredients of the powders 
are ground separately, and are then sent to 
be mixed, and the mixture pressed into large 
cakes in the “ wheelhouse.”’ These are 
taken to the eorning-mill, where they are 
broken into lunips. Ihe lumps are, in differ- 
ent bulidings further on, 5 into the 
required sizes and finished. 

The discovery of Wednesday was made by 
an ewployé named Kelly, who, as one of the 
cakes was about to ve sent to the cornimg- 
mill, noticed a pebble init. This is a source 
of danger carefully avoided, as the contact 
of the flint with the iron breakers in the 
corning-mill is certain to produce a spark, 
Kelly removed part of the cake and founda 
handful of gravel in it. Suspicion was 
aroused, and the works were at once stopped. 
It seemed certain that the gravel must have 
been put Into the cake by design, as there 
was 80 large a quantity of it, and that it 
must have been put in at the wheelhouse, 
where it could be safely done, as the pressure 
there is not sufficient to cause sparks. 

The motive ascribed by those who suspeet 
a deliberate attempt to biow the works up is 
jealousy on the part of some of the older 
hands towards some new men, powdermak- 
ers of experienze from Ohio, who had n 
putin place of some discharged workmen. 
The old hands who remained did not like 
this. The Ohio men point to the fact that 
most of their number were employed about 
the corning-mill, where the explosion 
would naturally take place. The facts were 
kept very quiet for two days. Au investiga- 
tion is in progress, with a view to aupre- 
hending the supposed conspirator or eon- 
spirators. The last explosion atthe Laflin 
& Rand bowder-Works was in December, 
1882, when three employés were Killed, Its 
cause has never been aseertained,

Heavy Decrease in East-Bound Freight 
Shipments. 

The boom in east-bound freight shipments 
from this city, which has continued for sev- 
eral months past, seems to be over at last. 
The shipments of flour, grain, and provis- 
ions for the week just passed fell off nearly 
22,000 tons, and it is believed that next 
week’s shipments will be still smaller. 
The opening of lake navigation 
is now so near at hand that shippers will 
wait until they can take advantage of the 
low lake rates. As the markets in the East 
have declined, itis no object for shippers to 
ship by rail and pay the present high rates. 
Now that rail shipments are getting lighter 
again the rumors of cutting rates by the 
NickekPlate, which is not in the east-bound 
pool, are again started. The Nickel-Plate 
officials, however, claim that they are not 
cutting therates. Yet it is quite certain that 
unless speedy action is taken by the trunk 
lines regarding the admission of this road 
into the pool it will make trouble before 
long. Action will also have to be taken regard- 
ing the admission into the pool of the Chicago 
& Atlantic (Chicago extension of the Erie) in- 
to the pool. This road will open for through 
business May 1, and unless guaranteed a 
rtion of the business it will not 
be able to do much unless it cuts the rates. 
It is not believed that any satisfactory ar- 
rangement for the immediate admission of 
these roads into the East-bound pool can be 
made, and it looks very much as though 
there will be another freight war between 
the Eastern roads during the summer. That 
the roads expect this is indicated by the war- 
like prepartions that are being made by the 
Vanderbilt roads, the Pennsylvania lines, 
and the Grand Trunk.

The Trouble Between the Baltlroads 
and Shippers Nearly Ended—A Reso- 
lution Passed to Allow Shippers to 
Superintend the Weiching, Which, 
However, Mas Yet to Be Approved by 
the Managers.

The difficulty with the ship- 
pers about the weighing of freight was inci- 
detitally brought up again, and a discussion 
revealed the fact that several of those who 
heretofore were opposed to granting the re- 
quest of the Shippers’ and Receivers’ Asso- 
ciation to be allowed to appoint mien to su- 
perintend the weighing of east-bound freight 


at the railroad companies’ scales and cer- 


tify to the correctness of the weights 
had changed their opinion, on the ground 
that the railroads hav shown beyond a 
doubt the correctness of their position taken 
regarding the demand of the Board of Trade

Post-Lenten Services Going Fore 
Ward on All Sides. 


An Irish Patriot Who Steddfastly De- 


Gossip Concerning New York Newspapers New and Oid 
ne River Tunnel, Ele. 


New York, March 29.—[Special Corre- 
spondence, |—Our parlors are filled with the 
polite chatter and racket of Easter week. 
The Lenten ash-barrel has been rolled joy- 
ously away, the Lenten sackcloth has been 
hung up for a season, and again there is 
much wrestling with rebellious, cream-col- 


ored kids in guest-chambers, much fiutter- 


ing of swallow-tails down front stairs, much 
dawdling and giggling over éclaires and 
meringue giacé in cozy dining-room. But 


why should I specify any particular parties 


this week, when everybody holds high carni- 
val? Up Fifth and Madison avenues, all 
over Murray Hill, along the Victorian fagade 
of aristocratic Fifty-seventh street, there is 
this week a party, or a ball, or a reception, or 
at least a kettledrum, a musicale, or a small- 
and-early on every block. 

On Monday night Vanderbilt’s splendid 
ball vied with Barnum’s greatest possible 
show onearth, though the glare of the 800 gas 
jets was fairly eclipsed as a spectacle by the 
“inperial chariot swathed in fiery flame.“ 
The persons present atthe ball did not by 
any means belong to the new-rich crowd, for 
there were a few invited for their brains and 
literary culture, a few because they had 
achieved something, and a goodly number of 
the genuine first families—tne superb old 
*“*Knickerbockers,” the Manhattan grandees 
whose noble ancestors worked their way 
over from Holland on sloops 200 years ago 
when there were no reporters present 
at the ball. But, generally speaking, money 
was the test. No unthrifty people were 
wanted. It is estimated that the participants 
were owners, in their individual right, of at 
least $800,000,000—more than the whole coun- 
try would have sold for at the beginning of 
the century if it had been put up at auc 
tion—more, I believe, than the entire ag- 
gregate of our currency now afloat! Wheth- 
er these festive revelers ought to be held re- 
sponsible for some of the prevailing poverty 
—well, it is a great question in political econ- 
omy, and I refer all who think twice about it 
to Edgar Faweett's beautiful story, A Sad 
Little Prince,” in the current St. Nicholas. 

OUR IRISH GUEST. 

I dropped into the Irish World office yes- 
terday and saw Patrick Joseph Sheridan, the 
lrishman who is just now enjoying our hos- 
pitality—enjoying it so keenly that he is not 
at all disposed to accept England's invita- 
tion to come home. The fact that England 
is importunate in this matter, and that her 
determination to see her beloved stepson 
again may induce her to demand his extra- 
dition, invests the refugee just now with a 
certain amount of interest. Indeed, I heard 
at the Herald office that he had just been 
arrested,” which report suggested my call 
upon him. Mr. Sheridan is becomingly ex- 
clusive. In order to see him it is necessary 
to send in a card. Then a man comes and 
looks at one and induires wnat is wanted. 
Then he disappears. If the report be-favor- 
able you are admitted to the sanctum where 
the refugee is hidden, I fancy that if a 
United States ofticer should appear with a 
warrant he would be halted at the outer 
door, and that befere he could get through 
or over the partition the elusive patriot 
would drep through the floor into Chicago, 
or Minneapolis, or Denver, or San Fran- 


cisco. 

This conclusion is based on what a prom- 
inent German politician told me Tuesday. 
He and a lean companion with lower jaw 
bushy with red whiskers were sitting at a 
table in the saloon under the Staatz-Zeitung 
office. I asked him about Sheridan’s case, 
with which 1 had seen his name associated. 
One thme you can be sure of,” he said, 
„Sheridan will never be taken away ffom 
this country—never. There's 10,000. organ- 
ized men in this city bound to resist the at- 
tempt to arrest him, even ifitshould be made 
by our own Government. And we have dis- 

atches from several places in New England, 
New York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania, 
telling us we can have any quantity of men 
or money to protect him. Germans? Cer- 
tainly, Germans—you bet! We’re all in the 
same boat, don’t you see?“ He took out a 
handful of dispatches and I read four or five, 
except the date-line and signature. All of 
them were spirited. Some of them profane. 
*Send us word if you want us, and we will 
come in a minute,” was the gist of them all. 

If Sheridan should be arrested,” the man 
continued, calling for another beer, there 
would be ariot in an hour.” 

“ You’re right, there would,” acauiesced 
the other, it's an outrage that the freedom 
of a man fleeing from the Old World should 
be sacrificed to the inventions of the Govern- 
ment he has deserted from. 
premium on lying. My respects!” and he 
fiercely drained another mug as if it werea 
foeman’s blood. 

As I said before, I called on Sheridan. 
Perhaps 1 have left myself standing in the 
hall even * than his skirmishers would. 

I told him I heard he was arrested. 

Les, I've heard ot it.“ he said cheerily; 


but I don’t believe it. However, there's no 


knowing what may happen.“ 

linquired what he thought his enances 
were. 

Jam puzzled,” he said. Last week I 
thought the alleged warrant for my arrest 
would remain a dead letter or that the case 
would be withdrawn. At present 1 don’t 
know, I confess. Do you believe the Ameri- 
can Government would surrender me if the 
British Government should offer evidence 
enough?“ 

Enough for what? ” I naturally asked. 

“1 mean,” he said, do you believe that 
the greatest possible amount of testimony as 
to my culpability would be sufficient to cause 
the Government at Washington to surrender 
me?’ 

I pleaded non-experfness and unfamiliarity 
with cases like his, but admitted that it 
seemed unquestionable that if endugh testi- 
mony were adduced to prove him probably 
guilty of complicity in murder he would 
have to be given up. 

Then 1 shall be given up,” he rejoined 
with a smile, drawing his hand across his 
rich, long, grayish beard. “For the English 
Government can get any amount of testi- 
mony that is needed for its purposes. It has 
money and it can buy testimony of the needy 
wretches whom tyranny and cruelty have de- 
prived of manhood, It is hiring witnesses 
in the case of Carey’s victims to corroborate 
that villain’s testimony. It can hire men to 
swear that they saw me disguised as the 
ee that I bought my mask of them; that 

confessed to them I was going to have 
Forster killed; that they sola me the khives; 
that I was Number 1— anything that is 
wanted. If the English Government can 
find gut what kind of testimony of my guilt 
the American Secretary of State requires, it 
will furnish it promptly—any quantity of it.“ 

And then what?” I inquired. 

“Theh the American Government might 
. try to deliver me. I contess that I 

lave a prejudice against England as a place 
of residence at the present time. I don’t 
wantto be sent where anything like a fair 
trial would be impossible. I should be hung 
if | went there, and I'd rather not be.“ 

He smiled grimly, and wheeled around in 
his chair. “You do not say you wouldn't 
go back ?” I suggested. 

“Oh, no. I might have to. I wouldn’t if 
I eould help it. A good many say that 1 
should go back—that they would not allow 
it. 1 am assured, by letter and telegraph, 
that there are a great many men in all parts 
of the country—enough to make an army— 
who are ready to fight, if necessary, to pre- 
vent my sacrifice. 1 hope not to be so much 
trouble to my friends.”’ 

“Our people,” I said, “don’t believe in 
assasination.”’ 

No,“ he replied; “it is natural they 
should feel eo after the assasination df Pres- 
ident Garfield. But our case is misunder- 
stood. It is the innocent Irish people that 
are more like Garfield, and their oppressors 
are more nearly parallel with Guiteau. The 
motives of those who strive to deliver re- 
land from her tyrants may be likened to 
those who tried in one way and another to 
destroy Guiteau. Think of the Irish women 
and children who were shot down by the 
soldiers; and Forster, called to account for 
it in Parliament, confessed, in lan that 
sounded like a boast, that it was on his 
order.

It is prime property; and they do 
say de, in the face ot all prog- 
nostications, has also turned the financial 
corner and scored a success, 

What a long line of comic failures—if 
their proprietors will permit me so te express 
myself—were strewn around City-Hall Park 
between 1850 and 1870! Punchinello, Vanity 
Fair, and a hundred others, reaching back to 
the old days of the Lantern. I re- 
member the Lantern, and 1 am notsucha 
very old fellow either. John Brougham, 
who died three or four years ago of gout 
and other kindred troubles induced by high 
living; wasits genial Diogenes. He wasa 
creature of rare gifts. a brilliant actor, for 
many years at Wallack’s, a successful play- 
wright, a witty essayist, a first-rate journal- 
ist, a poet, aud one of the most charming 
conversationalists in the world. 1 used to 
me him at Croly’s and bask in his sun- 
shine. 

It was in 1851, 1 think, that John Brough- 
am and Thomas Powell established the 
Luntern. It was a bright and scintillant 
luminary. From the very first they battled 
with the adverse gods, and, lost all the money 
they could borrow. When Fillmore was 
President they struck bluff old George Law 
for some money for some caricatures of the 
weak-minded Executive. Law was one of 
the owners of the Black Warrior that 
Conchas, Governor-General of Cuba, 
prohibjted from entering the harbor 
of avana. Law was indignant: 
Fillmore yielded, and the press got after 
him. George N. Saunders, a Democratic 
politician and su uently one of the Rebel 
Cabinet, advised rougham to cartoon 
Fillmore, and Law would reciprocate the 
favor. ‘They were very hard up, and 
Brougham had drawn a month’s salary in 
advance from Wallack’s and paid off the 
artists. Saunders gave a letter of introduc- 
tion to Brougham, and he and Powell lay in 
wait in a saloon while the great actor went 
to deliver it, and get some money. 

Brougham was in the hight of his popu- 
larity—the og of the ladies, the idol of the 
gallery. He dressed “to kill”—he wore 
fawn-colored gloves, and a rose in his but- 
ton-hole, and a cane, and a dainty perfume 
of Jockey Club went before him like an 
usher. Of course he expected to be received 
with honors due his rank, and whispers 
from the clerks of That's him.” 

Saunders and Powell waited at the saloon 
till they gave him up, and then returned to the 
Lantern office, with the Home Journal on 
Fulton street. There was the ambassador— 
flushed, angry, vituperative. He _ called 
George Law tncomplimentary names. His 
eyes flashed with injured dignity. He ut- 
tered ejaculations which were dramatic, but 
would not look well. in print. In short, he 
had gone to the vulgar millionaire’s office, 
found the v. m. “guzzling” with some 
other fellows,” and the v. m. had merely 

lanced at the letter and told him to wait a 

ew minutes ”’—standing in the cold vesti- 
bule. Hang the v. m.! When treated thus 
contemptuously he had come away, of 
course. 

A council of war was held at once, result- 
ing in Powell’s being sent to the v. m.’s office 
to resume negotiations. George Law was 
giantesque in stature—oneof the largest men 
in New York—and he was easily recogniza- 


ble among the men with whom he sat—the - 


bottle of brandy still between them. Powell 
briefly told his business. 

**So you would like a little money?“ said 
Law, when they were alone presently. 80 
that was John Brougham—Brougham, the 
great actor. Boys!“ he called to his nearest 
clerks, that was Brougham, the great actor, 
that chap with the posy in his button-hole. 
That chap with the perfumery and the cane. 
That was the great actor. But,“ — to 
Powell, what did he run off so tor. hy 
didn’t he tell what he wanted? 
he wait? Why didn’t he say you wanted 
some money? Queer, Dick, isn’t he. Well, 
you want some money to keep the Lantern 
shining, do you? Now, Fillmore has made 
a confounded ass of himself. He has made 
a fool of himself.“ Then George Law rose 
and slammed the table with his great fist, and 


told his visitor in a word or two just what 


kind of a fool Fillmore had made of himself. 
He needs poking up. You want some 
money. do you?!“ 

He laughed, and pushed a tumbler and the 
bottle af old Otard towards the thirsty editor, 
who bashfully poured outathimbleful. Law 
seized the bottle and filled the tumbler halt 
full, then pushed the water-pitcher along, 
saying. Now spoil it for yourself.“ 

After this ceremony was concluded, Law 
took a roll of bills — r out of his ke 
selected one, and pushed it over to Powel 
with the question, Will 820 answer?“ The 
shy ambassador put it in his pocket without 
looking at it, thanked the good angel of 
comic papers for his generosity, and slid 
down-stairs, discovering when he reached 
the street that he was the possessor of a $1,000 
bill. And,“ I have heard Brougham say, 
it wasn’t the last loaf of bread of that size 
that George Law cast upon the waters.“ 


THE TUNNEL UNDER THE RIVER. 


Work has been resumed this week on the 
tunnel under the Hudson River where it 
was suspended last December. When the 
compressed air was withdrawn the water 
flowed in, and the tunnel has been full all 
winter, but last Friday the bulkhead was re- 
moved, compressed air was pumped in again, 
and the water straightway retired, leaving 
the tunnel dry. when digging was begun 
again. The progress made on Monday and 
Tuesday was six feet, and this, too, in the 
most difficult part of the work, under the 
bed of the river near the wharves on the New 
York side, where Gen. Sooy Smith stopped 
work last year in despair. The work has not 
yet been bonded, but the work has been car- 
ried forward bythe private funds of its 
originator, Mr. D. C. Haskin, and his friends, 
more than a million dollars having been ex- 
pended. It is intended to construct two tun- 
nels, capable of bfinging into the city and re- 
turning 300 trains a day that now come into 
Jersey City and unload on the west bank of 
the river.

‘YACHTING. 


A New Invention in Yacht-Building— 
The Int«rnational Hegatta—- Notes at 
Home and Abroad. 

The only addition to the Chicago Club fleet 
this season of home manufacture is the cut- 
ter O. K., built by Mr. H. C. Goodrich in 
his factory on the West Side from plans and 
designs furnished by Mr. Stackhouse. The 
boat is a little beauty, finished in the hand- 
somest manner with mahogany and nickel- 
plate trimmings, narrow entrance, clean run, 
and should prove a very fast as well as an 
able boat in rough water. She is flush deck, 
with cockpit aft, and has a cozy cabin—con- 
sidering her size—with transoms, lockers, 

ice-béx, water-tank, sailroom, and arrange- 

ments for cooking, so that two persons could 
get along very comfortably in her on a short 
cruise. Her rail is nickel-plated and runs all 
around her deck, and all her mast-fittings are 
of the same material. Light is admitted to 
her cabin by lights let into the deck. 
Her cockpit will accommodate half a do 
people. She is full cutter rigged, wi 
housing topmast and sliding bowsprit, will 
spread 150 yards of canvas in mainsail, square- 
headed topsail, foresail, and hoisting jib, and 
judging from her model and general appear- 
ance, ought to be one of the fastest and the 
handsomest of the$mall yachts in the har- 
bor. She is a good specimen of what in the 
East are called “single-handers.”” On her 
keel she will have one ton of iron ballast, 
and inside 1,000 pounds more. Her dimen- 
sions are: Length over all, twenty-eight 
feet; length on water line, twenty-four feet; 
extreme beam, six feet eight inches; depth, 

five feet nine inches; draft, three and a 

half feet; hight of mast to truck, thirty-five 

feet. As the boat has been built in Mr. Good- 
rich’s factory, it will be necessary to knock 
away some of the brickwork to get her out 

The O. K. is built notso much for a pleas- 
ure-boat as to illustrate a new invention of 
Mr. Goodrich’s, used successfully on smali 
canoes, and called the “deflecting centre- 
board.“ This is a contrivance intended to 
supersede the IM heavy, unsightly cen- 
tre-board trunk and ponderous board abso- 
lutely necessary on shallow boats, and 
to substitute a strong. simple, easi- 
ly-handled, metal centre-board attached 
to the keel. The merits claimed for 
this new board, as explained by the inventor 
to a party of gentlemen at the factory one 
day last week, are these: Greater ease in 
sailing to windward; a stronger boat; abili- 
ty to hold nearer the keel line and so to out- 
sail other yachts: increase of room in cabin; 
lowering of ballast; greater hold on the 
water, with minimum resistance in going 
through it. The “board” is really a mova- 
ble keel controlled by gear running 
through the hull to the deck operated 
by a hand wheel. It is a thin sheet of metal. 
and is deflected to leeward, as the boat heels 
over, ata 
necessary. On the O. K. this board is six 
feet long by two and a half feet wide, and 
about three-eighths of an inch in thickness. 
How it will work on a boat of this size re- 
mains to be seen, but on a Racine canoe 
eighteen feet in length it proved a success 
last summer. If it should work well it will 
cause a revolution in the building of centre- 
board boats, the increase both in room and 
in speed being the very things yacht-builders 
have been trying to obtain for years. . | 

There are two or three objections to this 
board that wou!d at once suggest themselves 
toa yacht-builder,and which can only be met 
by actual trial. In the first place, the initial 
experiment should have been made under 
the must unfavorable circumstances, and if 
then successful there would have been no 
question as to the result. As it is the reverse 


is true. The O. K. is a deep-draught cut- 


ter and needs ho board at all, having alr 
asufticient hold on the water proportioned 
to her length. The added board simply in- 
creases the depth of her keel without adding 
to het roominess. The application of the 
board should have been first made to a shal- 
low boat of the extreme “skimming-dish” 
type, for it is on these yachts thatit will be 
most serviceable. Then, again, if the de- 
flected’’ board strikes a tock or a sandbar it 
will be either wrenched off or hold the boat 
anchored instead of being pushed up, per- 
mitting the boat to coptiuue its course. In 
either case the accident would be an unfort- 
unate one. Then, teo, the practicability of its 
application to large, heavily-laden vessels is 
doubtful. These points will have to be an- 
swered by experiment, and yachtsinen will 
wateh the trials of the O. „with inter- 
est. If she is successful Mr. Goodrich will

The International Regatta at Nice. 

A special telegram announces the post- 
ponement for a few days of the great inter- 
national regatta at Nice on account of an 
accident to the American representative, the 
famous Dauntless. As this is the only inter- 
national regatta, strictly speaking, that is 
sailed annually, and as it offers larger cash-. 
prizes than any. other aquatic event, a few 
words about it may not be without interest. 
This regatta is under French control and 
hitherto the rowing races have constituted 
its chief attracuon. This year there will be 
many rowing and sailing contests and a num- 
ber of steam-yacht and steam-launch matches 
for costly prizes. The event ot the regatta 
will be the fifty-mile schooner-yacht race, 
for which English, French, Italian, and 
American yachts have entered. ‘The e 
French boat, the Nautilus, and the English 
champions, the Neptune and Gertrude, have 
entered. The American yachts Enchantress 
and Dauntless were entered, also the Norse- 
man, but the latter is still in New York har- 
bor. The Sappho, now owned by Prince 
Sciarra, of Naples, will again meet her old 
antagonist, the Dauntless. The two

WasutneTon, D. C., March 31.—(Special. ]

The 
star-route knavery was unquestionably a 
piece of thieving without any deliberate con- 
cert of action, but there was no organized 
conspiracy—each man stole on his own ac- 
count.“ 

“Why,” the question was asked of the 
Judge, did not the Government, if it had 
evidence of crime, proceed then against the 
guilty persons individually for malfeasance, 
or bribery, or embezzlement, and not attempt 
to make out a conspiracy ?”’ 

That is what would have been the wiser 
course unquestionably, and 1 understand 
some of the later indictments are ou that 
basis. Probably some of those will hold, 
but the conspiracy in the present case does 
not seem to be made out.“

STONP’S APPOINTMENT. 
IT HAS RAISED A DIN. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 31,—[Special.]— 
The removal of Gen. L. S. Trowbridge, Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue at Detroit, turns 
out to bea ease where the President acted 
with great reluctance, and not until those 
who were intrigumg to have the change 
made had obtained the approval of every 
member of the Michigan delegation. Even 
then the President waited, after the case jiad 
been pending for a year. until Senator-clect 
Palmer could be induced to express his 
agreement with the rest. Now Mr. 
Stone, the new appointee, has added 
to the embarrassment of the situation by 
prociaiming himselfa relative of President 
Arthur, and by inferénce attributing his 
success to this fact. As most of the press of 
the State has denounced the removal, the 
situation was awkward enough before this 
piece of indiscretion on the part of the new 
man. A good partof the Michigan delega- 
tion are now engaged in explaining how they 
happened to take part in securing the re- 
moval of an officer who by common consent 
was one of the best and most eiflicient in the 
revenue service. A part of these gentle- 
men have excused themselves on the 
ground that. a paper signed by Sen- 
ator Conger urging the change was 
presented to them, and it had been a rule 
among the, Michigan Representatives to 
sign any request concerning office made by 
either of their Senators, unless there were 
strong personal reasons fur declining, Others 
said they signed because Representative 
Lord, of Detroit, did, and they supposed he 
had the affairs of his own district properly 
in hand. The fact that a change was con- 
templated did not leak out till all the dele- 
gation had signed—that is, about a year 
ago. Then Mr. Lord became fright- 
ened, and claimed that his name was 
not on the paper, and went to 
the President, and besought him not to an- 
nounce the change till after the election; and 
after this latter date others secured a fur- 
ther postponement until after the Senatorial 
election, and so it went over till the Senate 
had adjourned, as Gen..Trowbridge, when 
5 ed to resign, did not do so. This delay 
in turn put Mr. Stone, the new man, ina 

fix Under Sec. 3,135 af the Revised Statutes 
he cannot draw any salary until the Senate 
confirms him, since this section provides as 
follows: “No Collector shall be entitled to 
any portion of the salary rtaining to his 
office unless he shall have Been confirmed by 
the Senate, except in cases of commissions 
to fill-vaeancies which happen by death or 
resignation during the recess of the Senate.“ 


E. 0. GROVES. 
A GREAT CIVIL-SERVICE REFORMER—CIR- 
CUMSTANCES OF HIS APPOINTMENT. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 31.— [Special.] 
—Mr. E. O. Groves, Chief of the Redemption 
Bureau of the Treasury, was this afternoon 
appointed Assistant Treasurer to succeed 
Mr. Wyman, promoted. Mr. Groves has 
been many years in the Treasury, and is en- 
tirely competent for the place. He was con- 
sidered by Judge Folger both for the place 
of First Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
and subsequently for ‘Treasurer, but te 
political friends of Mr. Wyman were more 
numerous and influential. Mr. Groves made 
no effort to secure either place. The 
President tendered to Mr. Groves the posi- 
tion of Chief Examiner .of the Civil- 
Service Commission, and he was confirmed 
by the Senate for that place, but he declined 
it on the ground of inadequacy of salary. 
Mr. Groves has been conspicuous as a leader 
in the civil-service reform movements which 
at different times have been inaugurated in 
the Lreasury. and he probably is the most 
conspicuous exponent of an advanced civil- 
service policy now connected AVith any of 
the executive departinents. IMs 
herence to its principles in the ‘division of 
which he has had charge, and his open advo- 
cacy of them at times when civil service was 
sneered at, have not made him popular 
with the place-hunters, who think that no 
reforms are possible. Mr. Wyman_had rec- 
ommended ior his assistant Mr. Whelpley, 
the Cashier of the Treasury. Mr. Whelpley 
is a very efficient man and deserved promo- 
tion. e was next in the line of promotion, 
and the selection of Mr. Groves over him is 
for that reason criticised, just as the appoint- 
ment of Burreil to the Chiet ot the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing over the heads of sev- 
erai superiors is criticised.

Messrs. Burnham & Root have drawn 
plans for and are in charge of the construc- 
tion of the first of the group of buildings that 
will be erected on the lot 400x600 feet bound- 
ed by Thirty-Third and. Thirty-fourth streets 
and running west from Dearborn street, as a 
memorial to the late Joseph Armour, and in 
obedience to certain provisions of his Will. 
The entire group of buildings will be de- 
yoted to the manual and technical training of 
children, and when completed will form one 
of the largest institutions of the kind in the 


worid. 
ue structure which has just been com- 
menced will occupy a space of 82 by 126 feet, 
at the southwest corner of Thirty-third ana 
Dearborn streets, with the main front on 
en street, and will be a chapel and 
kindergarten. It will be constructed of Chi- 
cago p brick and brown stone, with 
some carved panels and enriched moldings 
of terracotta. In the first story are two 
large rooms for kindergarten work and four 
large class-rooms for manual and other train- 
ing tor children; also a suite of rooms fer 
kiteheh-garden trainimg, and the apartments 
of the Superintendent. All of the rooms 
will be provided with every convenience for 
the accommodation of children and for the 
ca on of the various forms of 
educationai work contemplated in connec- 
tien with the building. There are two large 
vestibules, one at each end of this floor, and 
from these two flights of stairs ten feet wide 
at narrowest point, lead to the second 


story, Which is entirely occupied by the Sun- 


day-schoo!l room ad is 75 by 128 feet. This 
room has a main floor and a gallery. Under- 
neath the gallery are a series of class-rooms 
which are separated from the main body of 
the hall by sash partitions, so that they can 
be easily opened and thrown into the hall 
itself. The space not included beneath the 
galleries is ut 75 feet square, and is in- 
tended to be occupied by settees and chairs 
for general pupils, 

The galleries are so arranged that they are 
well recessed back of the groups of columns 
ateach end, The general plan of this room 
is a square about seventy-five feet in diam- 
eter, in the centre of which and carried by 
four interlacing trusses is a large skylight of 
stained glass, which is at a hight of about 
sixty feet from the floor. At the north and 
south ends of this square are two alcoves, 
each 24x75 feet, which are seperated from 
the main body of the room by three large 
arches resting upon two slender iron col- 
umns, these four columns being the only 
ones in the entire room. It is mainlx these 
alcoves that the galleries occupy. In the 
north and south fronts of the building and 
over the alcoves are two sets of dormitories. 

The building will be finished entirely in 
hardwood, and will be decorated through- 
out in the most complete manner. It is in- 
tended to have it ready for occupancy by 
October. It has not yet been decided if there 
will be any further work done on the group 
1 buildings this year.

The rapid growth in number and member- 
ship of societies known by this name—al- 
though such societies neither own property 
nor build houses—is one of the best evi- 
dences of increasing thrift and economy 
upon the part of wage-earning people of 
Chicago ana throughout the West. 

The distrust in savings-banks on account 

of the disastrous failures in the past, how- 
ever unwarrantable it may be, is hard to over- 
come, and years must elapse before ail feel- 
ing of doubt can be eradicated regarding 
banks not wholly of the people, for the peo- 
pie, and whose management is not subject to 
some thorough method of inspection. 
It is needless to attack, however, any kind 
of savings-banks or to depreciate their ne- 
cessity and usefulness in bringing to wider 
notice a system of saving which has great 
merit and is founded upon a long- tried and 
successful plan. 

There are in Chicago at present about a 
dozen savings and loan associations having 
an aggregate investment in loans secured on 
real estate of at least „000. They are or- 
ganized under au act of the Lilinois Leis- 


| lature which carefully defines their corpor- 


ate methods, rights, and powers. Nearly all 
are modeled after the Philadelphia plan, 
since it is to that city we must look for a suc-

A Vital Defect in the Sullding Oe 
nance—A Continuing Fine Needed. 

CuicaGo, March 31.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—1 suppose attention has been called 
to the point before, but, if so, it has led to no 
correction of a vital defect in our building 
ordinances. ’ 

The city ordinances provide for the office 
of a Commissioner of Buildings and Inspect- 
ors to be employed by him. They state at 


duties, and among these is the supervision of 
the erection, repairing, and removal of buiid- 
ings within the fire limits, For a violation 
of the building ordinances he is empowered 
to—stop the work and remove the objection- 
able structure? No; simply to impose 
a fine for the offense. Perhaps if this 
were enforced in all cases the ordinances we 
have might be made more effective than they 
are. But by alittle indifference on the part 
of —— 1 or ** exercise of a little ex- 
ecutive clemency in particular cases, per- 
haps even this feeble restraint is not put 
upon the violators of this ordinance and the 
combustible frame building goes up, endan- 
gering by its existence the hboring prop- 
erty and increasing the fire risk of all other 
buildings in its vicinity. Some neighbor 
may be deluded by the long array of ordi- 
nances into taking hold ot the matter and 
having the offender arrested and held to an- 
swer for his disregard of the law. But after 
procuring at his own expense and trouble a 
fine for the benefit of the City Treasury he 
sees the work continued, and recognizes the 
emptiness of his triumph. F 
What we need is such a correction of the 
ordinance as will provide a heavy fine for a 
Violation in the first instance, and, further, 
fora continuing fine for every day during 
which the buildmg is, allowed stand. 
Where there is no remedy there is no 
law, and it seems to me that this is the most 
effective war of giving significance to a long 
list of ordinances which now adorn the 
pages of the municipal code. While the 
question of high license or no license is the 
all-absorbing topic with the would-be Alder- 
men who are waiting for the biennial open- 
ing of the portals of the Council Chamber, 
we hope that some one will discover that our 
building ordinances are not perfect, but in 
fact are very Inefficient and demand some of 
their legislative activity. LEX. 


Air-Shafts in Apartment- Houses. 

CMmeado, March 31.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—The construction of apartment-houses 
is a subject attracting public attention at this 
time. To an old builder some of tne so-called 
modern improvements are open to criticism. 
One of the said improvements is the air-shaft 
with a skylight above. In many three or 
four story buildings is now found a shaft of 
four or five feet square through the centre of 
the building, intended for ventilation and to 
give light to the bed-rooms situated in the in- 
terior of the building, Opening into such 
shaft are twelve or more windows from as 


many bedrooms, such windows being opened 
for the purpose of ventilation. The light ob- 
tained this way is but little if any better than 
the old fashion of borrowed light from out- 
side rooms. As to ventilation, if any person 
in one of the lower rooms that look out on 
this shaft has a fever, the air from that 


room finds its way into ali of the 
twelve or more rooms that open 
on the same shaft and conveys 


germs of disease. Under the older system 
of lizhtinge the inner room from the outer, 
the disease is confined to those rooms alone. 
If a three-inch earthen pipe is built into one 
corner of a kitchen chimney and extended 
open above the roof, the warmth will cause 
a continuous upward current of air through 
the three-inch pipe, if itis admitted below. 
If atwo-inch pipe is laid from each bed- 
room at a point near the ceiling to the three- 
inch pipe in the chimney, the draught up the 
warm pipe will cause a current of air to flow 
out of the bedroom, and cause a continual 
removal of foul air without its — in 
contact with any other room. In case of fire 
these pipes do not spread the fire, while the 
air-shaft acts as achimnpey and spreads the 
fire from floor to floor very rapidly. 

Again, the modern air-shaft is a great con- 
veyor of sound, anda party talking in the 
lower rooms is very apt to be overheard by 
the inmates of the upper if the windows are 
open. Taking these matters into considera- 
tion, it is doubtful if the modern air-shaft is 
any improvement on a

MUSIC. 


A Few Last Words About Zenobia. 

Mr, Pratt’s opera of “Zenobia” has been 
given during the last week at McVicker’s 
Theatre to audiences ot eonstantly increas- 
ing proportions, and now goes on a four- 
weeks’ journey through the country. Tur 
TRIBUNE has spoken so fully of its presenta- 


tion that there is little need of 2 
comment now. The opinion formed of ite 


merits as a musical composition is unaltered 


after repeated hearings, aad although the 


composer considers and he has been rather 
severely treated by critics at home, by the 
time that he returns from New York and 
Boston he will be ready to declare that their 
words were as honey to the lips, and their 
sentences fragrant and sweet-scented with 
the aroma of prafSe and just appreciation. 
There are many beauties of melody in 
“Zenobia,” much that eis pleasing to 
the ear, much that indicates good 
ideas and unquestioned ability on the 
part of its com poser, But the 
good points are only partially developed; no 
sooner is a pretty strain heard than it is 
modulated out of existence, and it is appar- 
ent that the power of composition is not 
equal to the requirements of the pregnant 
ideas in the composer’s mind. Soit is that 
the auditor has experienced a feeling of 
weariness from the presentation of the work 
asawhole. Enough as tothe music. The 
score of Zenobia ”’ has been sufficiently an- 
alyzed. There are some other points to which 
it isonly right tocall particular attention as 
they have been developed during the week. 
In the first place, the dramatic possibilities, 
the actual scenic effects, and the merits ot 
the libretto itself are unusually good and 
generally appreciated. That so little has 
been done to give the work a strong dra- 
matic presentation has been due primarily 
to the incompetence of the stage manager 
for so difficult a task, and also tothe fact 
that he was dealing almost entirely with a 
large body of inexperienced amateurs, 
Again, even in good health, Miss 
Schell cannot sing the music. of her 
art. Being sick, her understudy 
1as furnished a ridiculous performance three 
nights in the week and one ee 
whatever she has attempted. As regult 
Of Miss Schell’s indisposition noue of the en- 
semble music has yet been properly sung.

THE DRAMA. 


Review of the Week. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Easter week 
is usually one of the liveliest of the year in 
theatrical circles there is but little to be said 
about the attractions furnished at the various 
Chicago theatres during the last week. At 
the Grand Opera-House Fred Warde made 
his début in this city as a tragic star, but his 
succeess was not remarkable. Mr. Warde’s 


been earnestly urging his claims to public 
favor in the new sphere he has entered. 
They say he is an earnest, painstaking, con- 
scientious young actor, and should succeed 
as a Star; but there arein this country many 
such young actors, and, if they should be- 
lieve themselves capable of starring in the 
legitimate, there would not be theatres nor 
poor-houses enough in the land to 
accommodate them all. It is al 
very well to urge that a young actor 
should succeed as a star in the legitimate be- 
cause he is a student and a man possessed of 
thorough dramatic training, but the public 
will never pay their duMars to see sucha 
man unless his ability as an actor entities 
him to a position with the recognized and 
popular tragic stars of the present day. An 
actor may be eireussed“ into the favor of 
the masses by glaring show-ills and litho- 
graphs, and the manager may make money 
through his star by his use of these ques- 
tlonable methods of advertising Skakspeare’s 

lays. But let it be said to Mr. Warde’s cred- 
ft he has not lent himself to any of these 
tricks. Possessed of ambition, a thorough 
stage training, and a determination to work 
his way knto public favor on his own merits 
as an actor, he began modesily in the smaller 
towns and spent nearly two seasons in fit- 
ting hims for a metropolitan début. 
He craved no notoriety through recep- 
tions given him by . clubs, 
neither did he dall upon the fervid imagina- 
tion of the bill-writer for aid, and it is a mat- 
ter to be regretted that his first appearance 
in Chicago was not an artistic and financial 
success. 

During the week Mr. Warde has appeared 
in a wide range of tragic röles, many of 
which he rendered acceptably, but few ina 
manner that would establish his claims asa 
star. It was a questionable step to open his 
engagement with ‘* Virginius’—a tragedy 
which the present generation of theatre- 
goers identify with John McCullough—and 
it was a mistake to follow it with “ Richard 
III.“ As Virginius Mr. Warde copied Mr. 
McCullough to some extent, and his per- 
formance of the part was creditable, but as 
Richard he was very unsatisfactory. There 
was exaggeration in make-up and action, and 
an evident unfamiliarity with Shakspeare’s 
lines led to several erroneous readings. The 
best performance of the week was that of 
Damon Wednesday evening, and in this 
the star was seen at his best. He also appeared 
as Claude Melnotte, Brutus, and Petruccio, 
but in none of these parts did he excel. His 
work was that of an excellent leading man 
rather than that of atragicstar. ‘There are 
only two members of the supporting compa- 
ny whose efforts merit any mention. These 
are John T. Malone, a young actor of prom- 
ise who supports the star, and J. B. Curran 
an old-time legitimate actor. Ie ladies o 
the company are very unsatisfaCtory. It may

THE TELEGRAPHERS. 


What They Did at Their Convention 
Last Month-—The Grievances They 
Complain Of. 

Reference having been made in the news- 
papers to a secret session held in Chicago by 
telegraphers from all over the country, a 
TRIBUNE reporter yesterday interviewed the 
recognized head of the operator’s organiza- 
tion here. The order, it maybe said, is a 
branch of the Knights of Labor. 

“Is ita fact that a secret meeting ot the 
brotherhood was held here?“ was asked. 

“Hardly that. The first regular annual 
meeting of delegates from the various 
branches of our organization was held here 
March 5 to 9, About seventy were in at- 
tendance, representing, perhaps, 8,000 teleg- 
raphers in all parts of the United States and 
Canada. Most ot the delegates stopped at 
the Sherman, and no particular effort was 
made to keep the fact of the meeting secret. 
Of course, the association being a secret one, 
the session was not public, and che members 
avoided rather than sought newspaper 
notoriety.” 

“What was the nature of the proceed- 


ings?” 
: DOINGS OF THE MEETING. 


“You might say that we considered and 
perfected laws for the government of the or- 
ganization, laying out a policy tending to the 
elevation of the profession and the creation 
of a more harmonious feeling between the 
companiesand the men. Various matters.of 
interest to the fraternity were discussed. 
Among other things, so-called ‘ telegraph col- 
leges received attention. They are often 
under the supervision of Western Union of- 
ficials, have always been an eye-sore to oper- 
ators, and are generally a fraud and swindle 
on the public. We propose to discourage the 
patronizing of such institutions, and will 
urge the conviction of their proprietors for 
obtaining money under false pretenses. Say, 
too, that certain grievances, local and gen- 
eral, were considered, and steps were 
taken looking to their redress.” 

NO TALK OF A STRIKE. 

“ Then you contemplate a strike?“ 

* Such talk is sheer nonsense. The policy 
of the organization is strongly against any- 
thing of the sort, but we clearly see that by 
perfect erganization such may be accom- 
plished in the way of amelioration of many 
evils now endured—and do it, too, without 
being compelled to resort to the ruinous and 
foolish method of a strike. Such means 
were only seriously considered as a last re- 
sort. 

It is said a memorial of grievances was 
drawn up to becircula and when fully 
signed to be presented to the Executive 
Board of the Western Union.“ 

No paper of any kind is being or will be 
circulated for signature. If operators con- 
template making any demand it will be so 
reasonable and just, and backed up by sach 
an array of fore, moral and otherwise, that 
a fight between the companies and the men 
is out of the question.“ 

How goon will there be developments?“ 

The date for making any demands will 
depend entirely on circumstances, and on the 
policy of the companies toward employés. 
There is no immediate prospect that we will 
take any definit steps. It is to be hoped the 
telegraph officials will abrogate me u- 
lations, correct abuses, and prevent offensive 
conduct on the part of local managers, so 
that operators will have no just cause to

THE /QUESTION OF WAGES. 

“How a salaries ?”’ 

They ard not graded according to the 
ability of operators. Little advance is given 
for expertness acquired in theservice. When 
a salary is once fixed itis not increased in 
anything like proportion to improvement in 
capacity for work. The manner of comput- 
ing overtime for ‘extra’ men is decidedly un- 
satisfactory. The number of hours fixed for 
a night’s work varies greatly in different of- 
fices of same — In a number of 
places no compensation is made for extra 


work. Again, the tendency is to pay lower 


salaries. Several years ago the salary for 
first-class men applying at Chicagu Was grad- 
ually worked down to $50. When a 
superior man resigned or went out for 
— cause his place was filled at a somewhat 
reduced salary by ioting an operator who 
had grown up in office. en an opere: 
tor of ability getting a low salary obtained 
a position elsewhere which paid more, he 
would be followed by his low salary, though 
perfectly competent to do supericr work. At 
resent for several months past the 
estern Union office here has been making 
an effort to fix the standard salary: for first- 
class operators at $70 instead of $80, which 
bas been paid fur some time.“
